For the hosts of patriotic Americans who contributed 
‘oward the construction of Grant’s Tomb, and for the 
venius which designed, and for the energy which placed 
that noble memorial in position on the banks of the 
iludson—for all these we have a message of surpassing 
importance. It comes from Mr. Henry James, and is 
contained in an article in the current number of the 
North American Review, in which, after a critical study 
of the tomb with respect to its significance, its artistic 
quality, its site and the place it occupies in American 
thought and conscience, he condescendingly remarks: 
“On the whole, I distinctly liked it.” If there has been 
lingering doubt as to the artistic worth of the great 
monument on the riverside, or of the taste and judgment 
whieh chose its site, it must necessarily be dispelled by 
this flattering approval from Mr. Henry James. That 
vsentleman, however, heroically refuses to be swept away 
ly the enthusiasm which fills his soul. That would be 
undignified. He cautiously hedges his estimate with the 
reservation that, if the tomb “be not one of the most 
effective of commemorations, it is one of the most 
missed,” and he remarks earlier in the same passage, in 
his usual style of ambigious suggestion, that “the ad- 
monition is that when there has been in such cases a 
certain other happy combination, an original sincerity 
of intention, an original propriety of site, and above all 
an original high value of name and fame, something in 
this line really supreme, publicity, familiarity, immediacy, 
as I have ealled them, carried far enough, may stalk in 
and out of the shrine with their hands in their pockets 
and their hats on their heads and yet not dispel the 
Presence.” If “publicity, familiarity and immediacy,” 
with hands in pockets and hats on heads, stalk in and out 

the shrine there may be no law to stop them, but of 
course Mr. James, in spite of his having lived so long 
abroad, must be aware that no living personality ever 
dared to attempt such a thing, and that if any should 
dare he would regret it. This, however, is a digression. 
‘he main thing is that Mr. James “likes” the tomb! Ex- 
cept that it might establish a precedent, we should sug- 
cuest that his approval be carved on a corner of the 
tomb itself. 
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On the theory that a captain of Infantry can get 
along without a second lieutenant, but that a good first 
sergeant is a necessity, Capt. Clarence KE. Dentler, 11th 
Infantry, holds that the obvious need is some means of 
developing good first sergeants, and that need, he be- 
lieves, might be met by changing the regulations so that 
every company should always have its second lieutenant 
present for duty, his duties to include those now per- 
formed by the first sergeant. In this way, he points out. 

ch company would obtain a good first sergeant, since 
: is fair to assume that the second lieutenant has learned 
low to study and how to apply his knowledge to prac- 
ical things. Captain Dentler discusses this subject at 
ngth in an article in the Journal of the Infantry As- 
s-ciation, in which he contends that the fact of the first 
sergeant’s being a commissioned officer would give to 
is position of acting first, sergeant the dignity and force 
coessary to perfect discipline. ‘His order would be 
obeyed without question, and petty violations of discip- 
lino, that now result in flooding the summary court 
‘cords, would be cut down to the minimum. The same 
improvement would result in every way in each com- 
psy, troop and battery of the Service by the presence 
f the second lieutenant in the first sergeant’s place that 

alts in the guard by the presence of a commissioned 
cer, instead of a sergeant, as commander of the guard. 
addition to all that the greatest benefit would accrue 
, the second lieutenant himself. Give him one ration 
day in addition to his present pay, as the first ser- 
nt gets, and have him mess right with the company; 
him have his separate table in the company dining 
‘oom, and take his meals there at the same time with the 
company, just as the first sergeant does, and let his 
meals be the same as those of the men. The benefit to 
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the second lieutenant would be that he would sate all 
his living expenses, and by the time he had attained 
promotion to a first lieutenant, say four years, he would 
be out of debt and have money in the bank on which to 
get married, as the duties of acting first sergeant would 
absolutely prohibit marriage; and that prohibition should 
be included in the Army Regulations defining the duties 
as above of second lieutenants as acting first sergeants.” 
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The helpful service rendered by officers of the Army 
in making the world acquainted with actual conditions 
in the great territory of Alaska is well illustrated in an 
undertaking recently instituted by Major William <A. 
Glassford, U.S.A., Chief Signal Officer of the Depart- 
ment of the Columbia. Major Glassford’s long and 
varied experience in Alaska in connection with the ex- 
tensive cable and telegraph system established there by 
the military authorities, has convinced him that the 
American people are as poorly informed concerning the 
climate of Alaska as they are concerning the mineral, 
timber and agricultural resources of the territory, and 
he has therefore instituted an interesting scheme to 
enlighten them on that interesting subject. This plan 
requires that the signal officers at the various Army sta- 
tions in Alaska shall send to him daily reports of tem- 
perature and general weather conditions. These reports 
are compared with the records sent out from various 
stations in the United States and the results are issued 
in bulletins for the information of the public. The first 
of these comparative bulletins was for November 13. At 
Saina, Alaska, on that date the temperature was 28 de- 
grees above zero, and it was the same at many points in 
the United States. At Keystone, in the remote interior 
of Alaska, the temperature was exactly the same as at 
Denver, Colo. The temperature at McCarthys was 
identical with that at Helena, Mont.; Salcha reported 
the same temperature as Boise City, Idaho, and the 
weather at Chena, Alaska, was on a par with that at 
Flagstaff, Arizona. ,In reporting Alaskan temperatures 
Major Glassford does not choose stations near the coast 
where the winters are usually as mild as those on the 
Atlantie seaboard, but deals particularly with those in 
the remote interior where climatic conditions are most 
rigorous, and his comparisons show that so far as weath- 
er is concerned Alaska is far more comfortable as a place 
of residence than the world has been led to believe. 
Major Glassford believes that the interests of Alaska 
will be promoted by the publication of comparative tables 
showing the temperature there and at various points in 
the United States on specified dates, and we quite agree 
with him. His work in that respect should and doubt- 
less will greatly stimulate the inflow of settlers into 
Alaskan territory, 
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Inasmuch as the civil authorities of the Philippines 
have ruled that corporal punishment may be inflicted 
by teachers in public schools for disciplinary purposes, 
there will probably be another outburst of wrath from 
our “‘anti-imperialist” friends here in the United States 
against the “cruelty” of American policy in the islands. 
It is evident, however, that the civil authorities have 
acted wisely and none too soon. Only three or four 
weeks ago Mr. Allen, the American principal of a public 
school in the Island of Leyte, was murdered by one of his 
pupils, a fifteen-year-old native boy, who had been re- 
proved for some infraction of the rules, and the princi- 
pal’s wife, who is also a teacher, was basely insulted by 
the offender and his fellows. American teachers have 
frequently been subjected to insult and indignity at the 
hands of their pupils, and the situation has become so 
disheartening that many teachers who went from the 
United States to take positions as teachers have aban- 
doned the work in disgust and returned to their homes. 
The result is that unless a wholesome change follows 
the action taken by the civil authorities it will be in- 
creasingly difficult to obtain properly qualified American 
teachers for the Philippine schools. Many of those now 
serving are at points remote from other white persons; 
in some instances, according to various reports, they are 
victims of constant interference and annoyance at the 
hands of the natives, and in one or two cases they have 
been threatened with violence. The development of tlie 
school system in the Philippines has been rapid and, in 
most cases, satisfactory, but the attempt to establish it 
on a basis which precludes the infliction of corporal pun- 
ishment upon unruly youngsters appears to have been 
unwise and impracticable. To send American teachers 
into remote and inaccessible provinces to instruct the 
children of a half-civilized people, and at the same time 
forbid them to use the disciplinary measures freely 
granted to teachers of country schools in many parts of 
the United States was a risky experiment which ex- 
perience proves to have been a failure. Nothing could 
he more detrimental to the moral welfare of the youth- 
ful Filipinos than that they should be permitted to 
grow up in the belief that their persons are sacred and 
secure against the chastening touch of discipline.

It is evident from the report of the Secretary of War 
that the labor question involved in the Panama canal 
enterprise is one of the large and perplexing problems 
still to be solved. Nearly all the laborers now em- 
ployed on the isthmus are negroes from the West In- 
dies who, generally speaking, are inefficient and unsatis- 
factory. Whether the Government shall go ahead em- 
ploying labor of that poor quality or look elsewhere for 
something better is a question which must be determined 
before there can be any great progress in the work of 
construction. Another complication arises from a de- 





cision from the Attorney General, holding that the eight- 
hour law applies to persons employed on the canal. The 
Secretary of War was at first inclined to believe that 
the application of the eight-hour law would be a good 
thing in that it would permit of working three shifts of 
labor, each of eight hours every day, but the Chief 
Engineer of the Canal and the Governor of the Canal 
Zone both declare that its only real effect is to interfere 
with good work. “Petitions,” says the Secretary, “are 
Leing filed by all foreigners and Americans asking that 
the operation of the eight-hour law in the Canal Zone 
be amended. ‘There is practically no limit to the negro 
labor we can obtain from the West Indian and Carib- 
bean islands, but its efficiency is so low that we may 
have to call in Asiaties. Another year will show more 
facts upon which a labor policy may be based. The 
fact that no white labor can be found to stand work in 
the tropical sun ought to remove the question from the 
forum of ordinary trade-union labor discussion and lead 
to a solution free from considerations which might prop- 
erly have great weight in a more temperate climate and 
in conditions less resembling a national emergency.” 
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In support of his recommendation of an appropriation 
of $50,000 for engineer equipment of troops, the Chief 
of Engineers, U.S.A., makes the interesting statement 
that much of the porftoon bridge equipment now avail- 
able dates back to the Civil War. ‘The amount is 
limited and is suflicient only for the routine pontoon 
drill of the present authorized force of engineer troops. 
In view of these conditions, it is intended, in case the 
appropriation of $50,000 be voted, to expend half of the 
full amount on additional pontoon equipment. “Ex- 
perience during the past two years,” General Mackenzie 
says in his annual report, “particularly at the Manassas 
maneuvers, shows that the greater part of our pontoon 
equipage is,* through old age, absolutely unfit for field 
service and cannot be relied upon for a march of one 
hundred miles. Recently the wagons pertaining to the 
bridge equipage in the Philippines were condemned, and 
it has been impossible to replace them, as there are no 
wagons on hand that are deemed to be worth shipping 
to the Philippines. If the Army is to have any field 
bridge equipage fit for service it is essential that the 
present equipment be thoroughly overhauled and parts 
of it entirely rebuilt. This work should be undertaken 
without delay, and the modifications should be in aceord 
with the best practice as determined by the experience 
of modern armies since the Civil War.” 
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All who know Lieutenant General Chaffee will agree 
that he is neither an alarmist nor a chaser of phantoms. 
On the contrary, he is everywhere recognized as an ex- 
ceptionally cool-headed, discreet and tactful officer and 
gentleman, and for that reason his remarks on military 
needs and military prospects embodied in an authorized 
interview published in these columns Novy. 25 will natur- 
ally command earnest attention from thoughtful citizens 
everywhere, In that interview General Chaffee expressed 
the belief that while there was little danger of any nation 
attacking the United States, there was great danger that 
the United States might be embroiled in South America 
or in China. Entertaining that view, he naturally and in 
pursuance of his plain duty, urged measures to bring 
about an early increase of the Army both as to strength 
and efficiency. General Chaffee’s opinions were not 
hastily formed nor idly expressed. He is evidently per- 
suaded that our military needs are serious and our pros- 
pects disquieting, for he repeated the same statement in 
a formal address at a reception given in his honor in Los 
Angeles, Cal., of which we published a report.

Gen. Horace Porter, President of the United States 
Navy League, who, with Admiral George Dewey,, U.S. 
N., attended the banquet of the Merchants’ Club of 
Chicago on the evening of December 9, made an eloquent 
address on “The Old Navy and the New,” in the course 
of which he made it perfectly clear that he favors a con- 
tinued increase in the National fleet. ‘We cannot af- 
ford,” he said, “to rest on our laurels while rival na- 
tions are steadily increasing their naval armaments, It 
must be remembered that some foreign countries con- 
tinue to build not only powerful naval vessels, but at 
the same time swift commercial steamers constructed 
under government supervision and subject to service as 
auxiliary cruisers in time of war. We must not deceive 
ourselves as to our relative weakness in this respect. 
One of the reasons why I accepted the presidency of the 
Navy League of America was that there is a most use- 
ful field for that rapidly increasing organization, de- 
signed to promote the cause of maintaining a competent 
Navy and to encourage those who enter that honorable 
service.”

Charieston, S.C., is evincing no little satisfaction over 
the visit and probable prolonged stay of the squadron un- 
der command of Rear Admiral Francis W. Dickins, U.S. 
N., this being among the first visitations of an American 
war fleet since the celebrated visits of Rear Admiral Dal- 
ghren in 1862-3-4, 
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An interesting example of the change of popular senti- 
ment with regard to the proposed restoration of the sale 
of beer and light wines at Army post exchanges appears 
in the agitation against the vile saloons in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Sheridan, Ili., to which we alluded last 
week. As then stated, the saloons in question, which 
were started primarily to absorb the money of the soldiers 
stationed at Fort Sheridan who are no longer able to ob- 
tain beer on the military reservation, have attracted many 
young men from the neighboring college town of Highland 
Park, and from the adjacent village of Lake Forest. The 
influence of the saloons has become so pernicious, in fact, 
that a movement to suppress them has been instituted and 
is supported by many of the foremost citizens of the com- 
munity. At a recent meeting in the interest of this 
movement the speakers frankly admitted that the aboli- 
tion of the canteen was a mistake, and one of their num- 
ber, Prof. John Halsey, of Lake Forest College, said: 
“One of the greatestest misfortunes occurred when the 
Army canteen was abolished. Some of us Presbyterians 
and total abstainers all our lives have found it hard to 
come to this conclusion. ‘The average man is going to 
drink. That is all there is to it. Let him drink in a 
decent and Jawful manner, that is all we ask.” Among 
those present at the meeting were Col. Samuel R. Whitall 
and Capt. Mathew E. Saville, both 27th U.S. Infantry, 
who are stationed at Fort Sheridan. Colonel Whitall, 
who reluctantly consented to speak, stated that the mili- 
tary authorities fully understood the vile character of 
the Highwood saloons and explained that as a means of 
preventing desertion at Fort Sheridan orders had been 
issued that not more than two men from a company 
should be allowed to go to Highwood on passes in one 
day. “The saloon-keepers there,’ he continued, “think 
the soldier is common property and that his money 
belongs to them. They make him drunk first on a con- 
coction they call whisky, then they rob him by gambling. 
The games are not straight. After this they lend him 
money at 100 per cent. interest a month. He gets in debt 
so deep that he can see no way out and he deserts. I 
found that a school near here was sending its boys to get 
liquor in suit cases. Those fellows would sell whisky to 
a baby. I am glad that this movement has started, as it 
relieves me of doing anything outside the post. I wiil 
do my part and keep the soldiers out of Highwood.” Res- 
olutions were introduced in favor of restoring the canteen 
and directing that the Secretary of War be notified of 
the action of the meeting, but while the feeling of the 
gathering was unmistakably in accord with the sentiment 
expressed, the resolutions were not acted upon. We as- 
sume that that course was adopted out of deference to the 
Army oificers in attendance at the meeting, who cannot 
properly take part in movements designed to influence 
matters of legislation, Nevertheless, the resolutions them- 
selves and the utterances of the men who prepared them 
will be recognized as a striking indication of the gradual 
change in popular sentiment with respect to the canteen 
question.

Lieut. Col. Robert L. Hlowze, commandant of cadets, 
is quoted by the New York Sun as saying that West 
Point is in favor of having brought to New York city the 
annual football game between the Army and Navy teams. 
which was held at Princeton, Colonel Howze said that 
a resolution had been passed by the Army Athletic As- 
sociation to use every means possible to secure the trans- 
fer of the game between West Point and Annapolis to 
New York, to be played annually either at the Volo 
Grounds or American League Park. The views of An- 
napolis on this subject were not definitely known to the 
Army authorities, but it is believed that they are op- 
posed to either Princeton or a return to Franklin Field. 
It is presumed that the Navy wili favor New York. Both 
sides were dissatisfied with Princeton, it is stated. The 
arrangements there were entirely satisfactory as far as 
the university itself was concerned, but objection was 
raised because of the railroad facilities. These were so 
bad that any further question of Princeton could not be 
considered. Annapolis was opposed to Franklin Field be- 
cause when by Act of Congress the registration of stu- 
dents at the Navy institution was doubled the University 
of Pennsylvania refused to accede to the demand for four 
tickets apiece to the extra students thus increased in 
number. Both institutions believe it impossible to recon- 
cile the positions of the three parties in order to play 
again on Franklin Field. The railroad and hotel facili- 
ties in New York are satisfactory and the place is equally 
convenient to both institutions. It is possible to enter- 
tain friends and remain in New York over night, thus fos- 
tering the real purpose of the game: “To bring the stu- 
dents of the two branches of the Service together and 
enable them to fraternize, and to appear before the public 
in the best possible light in an enjoyable athletic event.”’ 
Where the next game will be played will be one of the 
interesting points discussed at the meeting of the Naval 
Academy Athletic Association at Annapolis next month. 
Thus far the matter has not been taken up officially or 
formally. The choice appears to lie between New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington. It is practically certain 
that the game will not be played at Princeton again. If 
held in Washington it would be necessary to expend a 
great deal of money in preparing a field and erecting 
grand stands. There would be no difficulty in procuring 
the ground, but the other expenses afford a serious ob- 
stacle. If held in Philadelphia the Army and Navy man- 
agers would have to make peace with the University of 
Pennsylvania authorities, who maintain now that the

arrangement for playing on Franklin Field was broken 
because the university got so few tickets of admission. 





There is a growing belief among naval experts that 
any general use of submarine boats will require the or- 
ganization of a personnel specially designed for such 
service. In our own Navy it is conceded that enlisted 
men serving in submarines should receive special con- 
sideration, and in the British navy it is realized that 
something will have to be done, both for officers and 
men whom it is desired to retain for submarine service. 
It is said that many young British officers who volunteer 
for duty in submarines subsequently apply for permis- 
sion to qualify in gunnery or torpedo work, in the belief 
that those branches offer better chances for promotion. 
The result is, says au expert writer in the London Times, 
that as soon as they are becoming efficient in this im- 
portant work they have to be sent to sea to obtain the 
sea time required to qualify them for selection for gun- 
nery or torpedo. It has accordingly been decided that 
otticers who yolunteer for service in submarine boats 
shall, after qualifying, remain in the submarine branch 
as Heutenants, except that they will be required to serve 
at least three years in a ship-of-war at sea to enable 
them to obtain the necessary watch-keeping and dis- 
ciplinary experience to qualify them for promotion to 
the rank of commander. As, however, officers are selec- 
ted for training in submarines at an earlier age than 


‘for gunnery and torpedo, they will not necessarily be 


debarred from applying to qualify in those branches if 
for any reason the Admiralty consider the application 
desirable in the interests of the submarine service, and 
such applications are to be made through the inspecting 
captain of submarines, It would therefore appear from 
this decision that in future the submarine service will 
form an entirely separate and distinct branch, and that 
the prospects of promotion will be equal to those of 
gunnery or torpedo officers.

In view of the fact that many officers of the Army 
and the Navy are holders of policies in one or more of 
the three great life insurance companies now under in- 
vestigation by a committee of the New Yerk legislature. 
we consider it a duty to urge them to hold on to their 
policies and not allow them to lapse. The investigation 
has shown that the management of those companies has 
been selfish, reckless and extravagant almost to the point 
of criminality, and that vast sums of money which 
should properly be in their surplus funds have been 
squandered for the enrichment of individuals. We are 
convineed, however, and in this view we are upheld by 
the opinion of Senator Armstrong, chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee, that the great companies under 
investigation are entirely solvent and able to make good 
on all their policy contracts. No policy holder should 
allow his policy to lapse through any fear as to the 
financial responsibility of any of the three companies to 
which we have alluded, namely, the Equitable, the New 
York Life and the Mutual Life. Those companies are 
all safe and will be safer still because of the reorganiza- 


tion and reforms which have been forced upon their 
management as a result of recent disclosures. Those 


who hold on to their policies will profit by the lapses of 
policies held by more timid persons. It must be under- 
stood, however, that we do not include the Mutual Re- 
Life Insurance Association with the three com- 
panies named above. It is a different concern entirely, 
its methods are different, and neither its record nor the 
statements of its officials on the witness stand during 
the present investigation are such as would induce us to 
invest a penny in its policies.

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Brig. Gen. W. S. MeCaskey, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Colorado, in a circular under date of 
Nov. 20, giving instructions relative to soldiers traveling 
over railroads, and meal tickets, says in part: “Too 
much stress cannot be laid upon the deportment of sol- 
diers while in dining cars and in dining rooms, and the 
following instructions should be communicated to them 
when meal requests are issued, as these instructions form, 
in great part, the basis of the arrangements made with 
the railroad companies: The meal requests must, in 
every case, be presented before ordering meals, Meals 
should be obtained at eating houses en route, unless the 
soldier in charge has been informed that the train will not 
At least two and one-half hours before 
meal time, the soldier in charge will look up the train 
conductor, show his meal request and ask at what station 
the train will stop for dinner or supper, as the case may 
be; for breakfast, he will make his inquiries the night be- 
fore. If the train conductor informs him that the train 
will not stop at a meal station, the soldier in charge will 
proceed alone to the dining car and ask for the dining 
car conductor, show him the meal request, ask when he 
shall report with his party for the meal. At the time 
the dining car conductor designates, he will report with 
his party in the dining car. He should also be instructed 
that the meals are from a special menu agreed upon with 
the railroad company. He should also be directed to see 
that his men are clean and neat in their personal appear- 
ance, blouses buttoned up, and that there is no loud talk- 
ing, boisterous laughter or misbehavior of any kind.”

In a letter to the Department of State Lloyd C. Gris-

The matter was a source of pride and satisfaction to this 
legation and other Americans resident in Japan.”

A careful scrutiny of the report of Secretary Bona-

Capt. Asher C. Baker, U.S.N., who arrived at San 
Francisco Dec. 5 on the steamship Manchuria from the 
Orient, is credited in press despatches with an important 
statement as to the outlook for American commerce in 
China. It is intimated that Captain Baker, acting under 
official instructions, has made an extensive study of po- 
litical and trade conditions in China, and for that reason 
his views are of special importance. “It is nonsense,” 
Captain Baker is quoted as saying, “‘to pretend that the 
Chinese boycott against goods is dying out. The com- 
mercial situation in the south of China is absolutely at 
the mercy of the guilds. There are seventy-one of these, 
and they control trade with an iron hand, and have given 
orders not to handle American goods. American houses 
in Canton are full to the roof with flour and they cannot 
budge it. In the meantime the Australians and the Jap- 
anese also are taking advantage of the boycott to get our 
business, Our vast kerosene and steel business there 
will be taken over by the Japanese.” 


A newspaper despatch from Mount Vernon, N.Y., Dec. 
7, says: “Mrs, Ella M. Purcell, who is endeavoring to 
have her seventeen-year-old son, Timothy, discharged from 
the Army, says she would rather see him imprisoned for 
false enlistment than remain as a soldier.” With refer- 
ence to this a correspondent says: “We hardly under- 
stand it. Does this lady (?) think that Timothy is better 
fitted to adorn the interior of a prison than to fill a va- 
cancy in the ranks of Uncle Sam’s soldiers? There is no 
accounting for tastes, you know. At any rate, we believe 
that there should be some legislation to the effect that 
any person, whether male or female, should be severely 
punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, who gives ui- 
terance to such thoughts.

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REPORT ON THE UNITED STATES MILITIA. 


Major General Ainsworth, Military Secretary of the 
Army, has transmitted to the Secretary of War a vo- 
luminous report on the Militia of the United States, in 
which he estimates that seventy-five per cent. of the 
organized militia would respond to a call for troops to 
repel invasion er suppress insurrection against the au- 
thority of the United States. There has been a marked 
increase of interest on the part of the younger men in 
the militia, the morale of the organizations has been ad- 
yaneed, and with few exceptions where organizations 
have been reported on adversely by inspection officers, 
the State military authorities have promptly applied 
remedial measures. Resignations of officers have been 
called for in numerous cases, many companies have been 
completely reorganized, and in these and other matters 
the State authorities have evinced a disposition to con- 
form their militia to Army standards of discipline and 
e‘liciency. The organized militia of the various States 
aud Territories, as indicated by official reports, numbers 
121,908 officers and men, including fifty general officers, 
O36 general staff officers, 2,584 regimental officers, and 
5.570 company officers. 

During the first five months of 1905 the organized 
u ilitia was inspected by 102 officers of the Army. The 
r-ports show that of the 2,151 organizations inspected, 
1.169 were fully armed, uniformed and equippéd for 
field service at any season of the year; twenty-two for 
service during summer only; 437 were deficient in 
necessary articles, and that 523 were not sufficiently 
armed, uniformed and equipped for field service. There 
were absent from the inspections 823 officers and 19,425 
enlisted men, or 18.19 per cent., out of a total organized 
strength of 111,313, as compared with 728 officers and 
”: 402 in 1904, or 21.02 per cent., out of a total organized 
strength of 115,266. ; 

Twenty-nine militia officers were admitted to service 
schools of the Army during the year, twenty-one of them 
to garrison schools, and eight to the Army Medical 
School. Of the whole number nine were found by the 
examining boards to be proficient in all subjects covered 
by the examination, and twelve were found deficient in 
one or more subjects. Of those attending the Army 
Medical School, five were found proficient and three de- 
icient. 

The officers of the Army detailed as instructors or in- 
spectors at State encampments have submitted reports 
which, in most cases, indicate that great improvement 
1as been made in the method of imparting instruction, 
vad that the rank and file of the militia, coming t6 
ealize the purpose of this field service, are making ef- 
forts to derive the greatest amount of benefit from it. 
‘iany applications for the attendance of organizations 
of the regular Army at State encampments were received 
aad denied because of the limited appropriation for 
transportation. 

It appears that very few of the States have proper 
.emories for their militia organizations, and that valu- 
able Government property, for which the States are re- 
sponsible, is deteriorating or going to waste for lack of 
suitable storage facilities. While reports of small arms 
firing for the season of 1904 show considerable improve- 
ment over the work done in 1903, yet, when the assis- 
tanee rendered by the General Government is taken into 
consideration better results should have been obtained. In 
several States target material has been drawn from the 
(;overnment and stored in warehouses and other inade- 
‘uate buildings, where it is lying unused and rapidly 
deteriorating simply for the lack of a small appropria- 
tion from the States for the construction of ranges. 
Where practice is held the State authorities should insist 
that records be properly kept and forwarded without de- 
lay to State headquarters. Many of the adjutants gen- 
‘ral stated that, while practice had been held, it was 
impossible for them to obtain the data upon which to 
base reports. This could easily be remedied by discip- 
lining militia officers who show negligence and careless- 
less in keeping the required records. Every State 
should have on its staff a capable inspector of small arms 
»ractice, who should be in a position to devote the neces- 
ary time to this important work. The militia will be 
henefited by having an experienced officer to look after 
target practice and ranges and to compel conformity with 
ihe requirements of the regulations. . 

Reports show that there are 557 State and private 
ranges in use in the several States and Territories, the 
private ranges generally having been constructed by 
companies at their home stations and at their own ex- 
pense. During the calendar year 1904, 112 new ranges 
were built, and many of the old ones were remodeled to 
meet the requirements of the .30 caliber rifle. Nearly 
$40,000 were expended from State appropriations for 
this purpose, besides the fixed amounts allowed in some 
States. Eleven States have no permanent ranges of any 
feseription, and only twenty-nine have facilities for firing 

t all ranges up to and including 1,000 yards. Thirty- 
seven States and Territories have formally adopted, or 
use to the extent of their facilities, Special Course ‘“C,” 
1s laid down in the Firing Regulations for Small Arms, 
1904. Only eighteen States report facilities for all or- 
anizations to practice, and part of these at the short 

- mid-ranges only, and on temporary ranges. There 

‘ems to be a disinclination on the part of the authori- 

es of some of the States to appropriate funds for the

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PSYCHOLOGIC ASPECT OF FUTURE BATTLE. 


In view of the unpreparedness of the Russian army and 
vy, of the amazing and methodical activity of the Jap-

Che article has been discussed with much eagerness in 
reign; military periodicals and has been attributed to 
eneral de Négrier. With intimate knowledge of his 
bject he discusses the radical change that has been 
ovoked in tactics by modern military art, and then 
‘ites in a tone of most interesting suggestion in regard 
the psychic motives that must have effect under the 
w conditions in battles of the future. 
“Under these conditions,” he says, “the progress of 
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battle produces in the soldiers a very keen degree of phys- 
ical exhaustion that shows itself in nervous relaxation. 
We find in this fact a sufficient explanation of the faint 
state and the utter apathy of many a soldier during the 
twenty-four hours following a day of defeat and even 
soon after a day of victory, and a definite reason for their 
languorous hesitancy and inability to continue pursuit 
when combat itself has ceased. Many a critic will claim 
that such has been the invariable case. Certainly, but 
the nervous exhaustion has increased to an extent not 
even faintly suspected, and has grown in quite the same 
proportion in which the enemy has become invisible. In- 
visibility has a rapid and unswerving effect on the moral 
state of the troops, on the only stable sources of their 
energy and courage. Soldiers who do not see the enemy 
precisely before them are incited to see him in any and 
every direction. This impression promptly plunges them 
into gross uncertainty and the change from the latter to 
sheer fear is quick indeed. 

“For instance, at Paardeberg, as at Colenso and Ma- 
gerfonstein, the troops were often posted more than eight 
hundred yards from the enemy. They did not become im- 
movable at this distance because their losses were fre- 
quent, but in consequence of the moral depression that 
occurs in the zone where the fire of the infantry has man- 
ifest bitter effect. Another fact, one that now controls 
combat at close quarters, has still greater importance: 
eommanders too often find it impossible to exercise any 
measurable influence en the lines pre-occupied by inflex- 
ible attention to the firing. The officers who march with 
these lines find their activity limited in a similar manner. 
It can hardly be conceded that they control even the three 
or four men who are the nearest to them. Every fighter 
has the battle in his own hands and at no other time has 
the soldier,-as an individual, greater value. The knowl- 
edge of the commander-in-chief may be very comprehen- 
sive, the secret of his strategic combinations may be most 
profound, the numerical superiority which he has ac- 
quired may be most formidable, the precision with which 
he conjoins his forces may be most laudable, yet he will 
not achieve victory if the soldier do not act for himself 
and have need of supervision and have not a most passion- 
ate resolve to conquer or die. More than ever before he 
has need of instant and leonine energy. And at this 
point he receives no aid from partial intoxication as was 
often the case in other days when attacks were made in 
mass. Formerly the irrepressible anxiety that filled him 
while he waited long moved him with a furious aspiration 
for the collision that was perilous but short. To-day, 
however, for tedious hours his whole moral and physical 
strength is subjected to implacable tension, and while 
such a test lasts he may find aid only in the resolve to 
keep his heart as staunch as his weapon. 

“In the arms of the present service the relentless work 
of the sharpshooter has found an incentive to the keenest 
development in a form that demands that every soldier 
act as an individual possessing entirely his own free will 
and independence in his endeavor to reach the enemy and 
annihilate him. 

“The refined civilization of the present day, which is 
often the source of sceptical scorn for arms and approves 
utter indifference to military duty, makes almost all mem- 
bers of the cultured classes thoroughly unfit for military 
routine. This same sceptical scorn was the evil that en- 
ticed China to disaster and defeat, the same that frittered 
the power of the resistance of its great army to a handful 
of Europeans, though the Chinese were fortified with the 
most reliable of arms. It may be asked whether the Chi- 
naman is a coward. He is not, indeed! He has not the 
slightest fear of a passive death. He thinks of it and 
views it with the courage that has not the faintest trace 
of a sigh. But meet death with defiance if he must him- 
self go forward first to meet it? He is as incapable as a 
babe of doing that! Violent defiance is a sight that crip- 
ples his arm and fills his eyes with confusion. 

“Rather than go into battle many a soldier kills him- 
self. It is found that fear is a disease that, like any 
other, has its prophylactic. The latter is neither more 
nor less than methodical cultivation of physical capabil- 
ity, the assiduous promotion of the will and energy of the 
child and the young man. A veritable priesthood must 
be exercised first by the mother and then by the school- 
teacher if these qualities are to begin to rise toward ma- 
turity. The regiment, alone, can not evoke them; the 
spirit of sacrifice can not be acquired by a colloquy of 
theories in this or that room. ‘This spirit can be devel- 
oped only through the activity of the officers in technical 
instruction combined with the eminent resolve not to be- 
little, on any pretext of discipline, either the initiative 
or the individuality of the young man who has become a 
soldier. 

“However great their number may be the new arms are 
very nearly useless in the hands of troops who have not 
staunchness of heart. And again, the demoralizing power 
of the smokeless rapid fire, of which certain armies ob- 
stinately refuse to consider the enormous importance, 
proves itself on the enemy with the greater rigor, the 
more cold, hard energy and preparedness every fighter 
possesses, 

“Therefore the development of the moral strength of a 
nation must take precedence of all other objects worthy 
of cultivation. Later, in days of drastic experience when 
he is bearing the implacable test of battle in which death 
comes from an invisible enemy, it alone will help the sol- 
dier. And this, we must admit, is the most important 
lesson of all recent war.”

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PHYSICIAL TRAINING IN THE ARMY. 


On November 21, 1902, the War Department approved 
a recommendation that officers and men be granted per- 
mission, under proper restrictions, to visit other posts 
for the purpose of taking part in athletic contests; also 
a recommendation that an annual contest for field sports 


be held in each department. The instructions from the 
W.D. further stated that, “It is desired that in each 
department a course of systematic instruction in athletic 
exercises be provided for, to be had at such times as are 
most convenient; such a course not to interfere with the 
customary military instruction.” As a result of these 
instructions department commanders have, from time to 
time, issued general orders prescribing the system of 
instruction in athletics to be followed in their depart- 
inents. 

It is generally understood that the idea of this athletic 
training is twofold; first, as an aid in the physical de- 
velopment of enlisted men generally; second, to make a 
healthful diversion. in the service of enlisted men with 
the idea of making them more contented with their lot. 

Under the present system a certain number of hours 
a week or month are devoted to instruction in athletics, 
and once in a certain period each post has its contest. 
Irrespective generally of the arm of the Service, com- 
panies must all devote the same time to athletics. While 
such a scheme may be made practicable if added to the 
duties required of an Infantryman only, it should be 





greatly modified to find a proper and beneficial place in 
the course of instruction of the Cavalryman and field 
Artilleryman. 

Many Infantry officers who go into the subject of 
athletics fail to appreciate the number of duties the 
Cavalryman and Field Artilleryman have over their 
Infantry soldier. Thus a Cavalryman who has been to 
stables twice during the day where he has probably 
groomed two or three horses, who has been out mounted 
to a thorough lively drill, including mounted and dis- 
mounted work, who is progressing in a course of horse- 
manship and rough riding in the riding hall, and who 
began the day by a few minutes of setting-up exercise 
to give him a proper military bearing, such a man I 
say needs no athletic training to keep his muscles supple 
and his body in a robust, healthy state for field service. 

The duties required of a Field Artilleryman, if thor- 
oughly performed, are even more strenuous than those 
of the Cavalryman. The Cavalryman and Field Artil- 
leryman who are doing full duty as such need no ath- 
letics to keep their bodies properly exercised, and the 
daily athletic drill entirely fails to afford any diversion 
interesting to the enlisted man. The appearance of 
some of our companies, troops and batteries indicates 
that the time devoted to athletics could be better em- 
ployed in military exercises which would give the men 
a better set-up, make mounted men horsemen, and in 
general make enlisted men better acquainted with their 
strictly military duties. 

When the post athletic contests come around how 
many men volunteer to compete? Very few generally, 
and these are apt to be the crack athletes who excel in 
some field and track event. These few highly trained 
athletes are net always the men who best withstand the 
strain of hard field service when it comes. Quite to 
the contrary, these men are often the first to fall vic- 
tims to disease. 

To make these post athletic contests possible, and in 
order to comply with athletic orders, men have to be 
detailed for the various events, and few men so detailed 
go into the meet with any degree of enthusiasm. The 
whole tendency of the present system of athletic train- 
ing is to develop a few experts in an organization in 
order that the company may stand well in competition. 
The enlisted men who are deficient physically, and whose 
development should be the object of the athletic system, 
are never selected and trained for competition, but they 
generally are left to perform the least amount of ath- 
letic work prescribed. Here again the system fails in its 
primary object. Instead of having athletics as part of 
the training of the soldier—at present athletics have a 
quasi-military status—why not develop thorough In- 
fantrymen, Cavalrymen and Artillerymen on the old 
lines, all strictly military, known to the soldier as part 
of his military training which he therefore accepts with- 
out question? If all present prescribed methods of drills 
and instruction are fully complied with we need not 
concern ourselves further as to the physical training of 
our enlisted man. His physical condition will develop 
as a result of his thorough military training. 

Let athletics be encouraged for those who are en- 
thusiastic in that direction, but let all such work be 
voluntary, a pleasure to those who are so _ inclined. 
Athletics, pure and simple, should never properly be 
made a military duty. There are numerous military 
drills and maneuvers which are a part of the soldier’s 
duty and training, and which can be taken part in by 
entire organizations so that all men will receive their 
proper exercise. Let us train our enlisted men through 
such exercises and leave all purely athletic work for 
those who care to volunteer for it. Let us take the 
word athletic out of our military text and insert in its 
place the word military. Let the athletic drill for all 
be dispensed with, and in its place let us devote a few 
minutes daily after reveille to the setting-up exercises, 
and later in the day the Cavalryman should be made to 
get plenty of physical training out of some of the follow- 
ing duties: 

Stables, mounted drills, riding hall instruction in 
horsemanship, fencing mounted and dismounted, wrest- 
ling mounted, saber exercise, drills in packing, ete. 

For the Artilleryman—Same as for the Cavalryman, 
and in addition mechanical maneuvers with the piece. 

For the Infantryman—Marching over prescribed dis- 
tances at the quick and double-time, bayonet exercise, 
Butts’ Manual, and pitching, fencing, and drills in 
loading a wagon for the field. 

Let the post athletic contest be replaced by a post 
military tournament where each organization goes 
through prescribed military drill and exercises, such 
exercises to be uniform in each organization, not at- 
tempting anything on such occasions that cannot be 
properly executed by the weakest or least trained man, 
These tournaments should be simply an exhibition of 
training of entire organizations for the information of 
the commanding officer, an inspector, or a senior com- 
mander. No awards should be made for excellence, but 
the commanding officer will soon know which are his 
best trained organizations. I believe this system, if 
adopted, would encourage competition among organiza- 
tions, raise their military efficiency and promote com- 
pany, troop and battery esprit de corps. 

After the completion of each military tournament, 
competitive voluntary athletic work should be allowed 
between any competitors who wish t& challenge the post 
at large in any purely athletic event. In no case should 
we rob a post exchange, the earnings of which accrue 
from the patronage of the entire garrison, to furnish 
prizes for winning athletes. The true athlete will be 
sufficiently rewarded if he wins. It is only the man 
whom you force to compete in athletics who demands a 
prize, and as already recommended such men should get 
their physical training out of their military duties. 

Many men who do not care to compete in any form 
of athletics enjoy watching good competition, and the 
athletes from one post should still be allowed to com- 
pete with those of another when it can be conveniently 
arranged. Voluntary competition in baseball gives more 
amusement to enlisted men generally than any form of 
athletics, and baseball should always receive proper en- 
couragement. 

In connection with the physical training of the en- 
listed man there is another important consideration— 
the physical training of officers. Those officers who are 
doing full duty with their companies, troops and bat- 
teries are generally receiving ample exercise for their 
physical welfare. The officers who become temporarily 
or partially incapacitated for full field duty are often 
from among those on detached service, on staff duty, or 
field officers. These officers should be required to keep 
themselves in proper trim for field Service, and all such 
who are mounted or who would probably be mounted in 
the field, should be required by War Department orders 
to do sufficient riding to enable them at any time to per- 
form without hardship to themselves and inconvenience 
to the Government the mounted duties of their grade. 

Many staff and field officers take little exercise, and 
they become so unaccustomed to riding and the field 
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duties of their grade that it is sometimes a sad or ut 
least an unmilitary sight when they are turned out for 
a review, and the strain of maneuvers in some cases 
puts them hors de combat for days.

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THE MERIWETHER CASE. 


The Secretary of the Navy has completed his review of 
the Meriwether case, and has approved the sentence 
imposed by the court. The sentence is that the accused 
“be confined to the limits of the Naval Academy for a 
period of one year,” and “be publicly reprimanded by the 
Secretary of the Navy.” The Secretary, however, deems 
it proper that the sentence should be mitigated so as to 
permit Meriwether to participate in the next annual 
practice cruise, and in his order for the approval of the 
sentence directs that so much of the penalty as might 
debar the accused from service on any practice ship at- 
tached to the Academy, be remitted. In his review of 
the case Secretary Bonaparte says: 

The charges in this case were three, namely: 1. Man- 
slaughter. 2. Violation of the third clause of the Eighth 
Article for the Government of the Navy. 3. Conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and discipline. 

Under the first charge there was but one specification, 
of which the material portion alleged that the accused, 
at a time-and place specified, ‘‘did then and there, with 
his fists, upon the body and head of the aforesaid James 
R. Branch, junior, unlawfully and wilfully strike a num- 
ber of blows, from the effects of which blows the said 
James R. Branch, junior, did, at about ten hours ante- 
meridian on the seventh day of November,, nineteen 
hundred and five, die; and the said Minor Meriwether, 
junior, in the manner and by the means aforesaid, did kill 
and slay the said James R. Branch, junior.’””’ The Court 
found this specification ‘‘not proved’ and the accused 
‘not guilty’’ of the first charge, and acquitted him 
thereof. 

The Department approves these findings and this ac- 
quittal. The specification was drawn upon the informa- 
tion as to the cause of the late Midshipman Branch’s 
death which the Depaitment had rrivor to the autopsy 
performed during the trial. 

That autopsy disclosed certain facts which might justify 
a reasonable doubt whether the death was in fact due to 
blows inflicted by the accused, there being at least a pos- 
sibility that it resulted from a fall, of which several oc- 
curred during the fist fight in which these blows were 
dealt. Assuming that the death was the consequence of 
one or more of these falls, there is ground to claim with 
some force that the ‘‘manner and means’’ whereby the 
accused “did kill and slay’’ the deceased were not those 
set forth in the specification. This contention is certainly 
natrow and technical, and the Department is not to be 
understood as indorsing it; but the accused was undoubt- 
edly entitled to the benefit of any reasonable doubt and 
the record discloses a state of proof which, if it did not 
compel, at least justified an acquittal of this charge. 

Under the second charge there were two specifications, 
the first alleging that on Oct. 31 the accused did ‘‘quar- 
rel with and use provoking words towards” the deceased. 
saying to the latter “that he was a sneak and a coward 
or words to that effect’’; the second, that on Nov. 5 the 
accused did ‘‘wilfully and maliciously assault and strike’”’ 
the deceased. 

Under the third charge there was a single specification, 
setting forth that, on Nov. 5, the accused did ‘‘unlawfully 
engage” with the deceased “in a fight with fists.’’ 

The court found all three of these specifications 
“‘proved,”’ and the accused “‘guilty’’ of both charges. 

Although the accused had pleaded “not guilty’”’ to these 
charges, there was practically no dispute as to the facts, 
and the Department has no hesitancy in approving the 
several findings of the court lastly above mentioned. 
The evidence was, in large part, irrelevant as to any 
other question than that of the penalty to be imposed, 
and, even, under the practice of military courts, it was 
admitted with exceptionally little restriction. It appeared, 
substantially without dispute, that the relations of the 
accused with the deceased had not been friendly; that 
the accused regarded himself as aggrieved by what he 
considered a malicious abuse of authority on the part of 
the deceased, and visited the latter in his quarters, after 
he had “turned in,’’ having previously stated that he in- 
tended to make the deceased fight him, or, at all events, 
that he considered a fight the probable result of the 
interview, and, after a brief but angry dispute, used 
towards the deceased the language contained in the first 
specification of the second charge. As to the incidents of 
the subsequent fist fight there was no dispute whatever in 
the testimony. Considerable evidence was offered, how- 
ever, tending to show that such fights had been of fre- 
quent occurrence during many years at the Academy, and 
had been occasionally called to the attention of the au- 
thorities there, and yet only very inadequate penalties 
and usually no penalties whatever had been inflicted upon 
the participants. This evidence seems to the Department 
altogether immaterial as affecting the guilt or innocence 
of the accused. There can be no such thing as a lawful 
custom to commit a crime, and the fact that, through the 
laxity or want of vigilance of other persons in the Ser- 
vice, other offenders had escaped punishment could in no 
wise justify the accused in violating the law. That the 
participants in this fight all know they were doing some- 
thing wrong is sufficiently shown, in the opinion of the 
Department, by their interrupting the fight when an offi- 
cer was believed to be approaching the room where it oc- 
curred. They may not have expected to receive adequate 
punishmnt, but they felt it was to their interest to avoid 
discovery. There was, also, evidence tending to show 
that the accusede was unfamiliar with the Articles for 
the Government of the Navy, and had not been specially 
informed of the prohibition against quarreling and fight- 
ing contained in the third paragraph of Article 8. It 
appears very clearly, however, from the record, that the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy were conspicu- 
ously posted on one of the practice ships during the sum- 
mer cruise, and read once each week to the midshipmen 
on board (the accused being one of the latter), and since 
the oath which he took on his admission to the Academy 
referred specifically to these Articles, the Department 
holds that he can claim no immunity on the ground of 
ignorance of a law which it was clearly his duty to know. 

The sole remaining question is as to the sentence. This 
is that the accused “be confined to the limits of the 
Naval Academy for the period of one year,’’ and “be 
publicly reprimanded by the Secretary of the Navy.”’ 

The Department has no difficulty in holding that this 
sentence is amply justified by the offense committed. 
There is, indeed, room for some doubt whether the pun- 
ishment imposed might not have been justly made more 
severe, but as to this the Department need express no 
opinion. In one respect, however, it seems proper that 
the sentence should be mitigated so as to permit the ac- 
cused to particpate in the next annual practice cruise. 

It is therefore ordered that the sentence be approved, 
but that so much of the penalty as might debar the ac- 
cused from service on any practice ship attached to the 
Academy be remitted. 

In connection with the review of the case Secretary 
3onaparte goes at some length into the question of the 
challenges of members of the court, and says: 

When the accused was asked if he had any objection to 
any member of the court-martial, he proposed, through 
his counsel, to challenge each one of them successively 
fer prejudice, and asked that he be allowed to examine 
the offieer challenged in each case as a witness to sup- 
port the challenge. In response to an inquiry from the 
president of the court as to whether he had information 





warranting a charge of prejudice against any member of 
the court, he admitted, through his counsel, that he had 
‘not, except in the case of one officer: the court thereupon 
refused to receive the proposed challenges except in the 
case of that one officer. 

The Department approves this action of the court. It 
is the well recognized duty of an officer of the Navy, a 
very responsible and often a painful duty, to sit in judg- 
ment on military offenses alleged against his comrades 
in arms. He is presumed to be qualified by education and 
experience to serve as a judge, both of the law and the 
facts in such trials, and when, having been designated 
by lawful authority, he presents himself as a member of 
a court-martial, it must be further presumed, in the ab- 
sence of anything to the contrary, that he has informed 
the said authority of any facts in his knowledge material 
to determine his qualification for such service, and that it 
has rightfully found him to be qualified. As a matter of 
fact, one officer originally designated for duty in this 
case asked to be and was excused from service for this 
very reason. The practice of interrogating jurors on their 
voir dire, which it was sought to imitate in this case, 
applies to persons whose fitness for service is established 
prima facie by no similar presumption. The accused then 
challenged Comdr. S. A. Staunton, U.S.N., for prejudice. 
The only evidence to support the challenge was the state- 
ment of Comdr. Staunton himself, which, so far as ma- 
terial, was as follows: 

“T did state, in conversation regarding it in the Metro- 
politan Club at Washington, that I thought the offense 
was a most serious one and one that could not be passed 
over. I did state that it was my opinion that a mid- 
shipman who killed another midshipman in a fist fight 
was not a desirable person to retain in the Service, and 
if I were superintendent of the Naval Academy I should 
deem it my duty to urge his dismissal. I did that when 
I supposed the matter was one to be settled by the dis- 
cipline of the Naval Academy and before I had any 
knowledge of the organization of a court or my orders 
as a member of the court, and before I knew what the 
charges were to be. In my opinion, it did not un- 
fit me in any way, as the matter was one to be decided 
by the testimony adduced. . . I should not have ap- 
peared as a member of the court if I had considered my- 
self in any manner prejudiced. If I had considered that 
opinion, academically expressed, in any manner preju- 
diced me against the accused, of whom I had no knowl- 
edge at all, I should have deemed it my duty then to ask 
to be excused from serving on the court, on the ground 
of prejudice.”’ The court thereupon sustained the chal- 
lenge. 

The Department would find some difficulty in approving 
the action of the court in this respect, if it were needful 
to pass upon the question. The case had been widely dis- 
cussed in the press and in general conversation when 
Commander Staunton said what he did, and to hold that 
his merely casual expression of opinion, given on a sup- 
posed state of facts which might be shown by. the evi- 
dence to have no existence, disqualified him from service, 
might establish an inconvenient and possibly a dangerous 
precedent. Inasmuch, however, as the accused preferred 
the challenge, the court’s ruling was not to his injury, 
and under, the circumstances of this case, its propriety 
need not be passed upon. ; 

At the close of the case for the prosecution, the judge 
advocate challenged Rear Admiral Alexander H. Mce- 
Cormick, U.S.N., retired, on three grounds, namely: (1) 
That he had privately consulted and received advice 
from a medical expert in regard to certain parts of the 
evidence given in the case; (2) That he had so argued 
with some of the witnesses, while asking them questions, 
as to show that he was greatly interested in certain 
points, which he had suggested, or in a certain theory, of 
the case; and (3) That he had “taken a decided stand for 
either the prosecution or the defense,’’ without, however, 
saying for which. A statement was thereupon made up 
by the challenged officer, of which the material part is as 
follows: 

“T have conferred with Medical Director Walton as to 
what might produce the conditions that were found in 
the case of Midshipman Branch, that inquiry being di- 
rected to the end of my obtaining from witnesses on the 
stand a confirmation or negation of whatever he might 
have told me, my ultimate action to be guided by the 
record of evidence.’’ The challenge was not sustained. 

After due consideration, the Department is obliged to 
hold that the court erred in not sustaining this chal- 
lenge on the first ground. The second and third grounds 
appear to the Department altogether insufficient, but to 
confer with any one as to any aspect of the subject 
matter of enquiry before the court was a serious irregu- 
larity, and furnished good reason to excuse the member 
concerned from further service. If he thought the knowl- 
edge and experience of this particular medical expert of 
especial value in connection with the enquiry before the 
court, he could have asked with entire propriety that the 
expert in question be summoned as a witness, and, of 
course, could have availed himself of suggestions con- 
tained in the latter’s testimony in interrogating subsc- 
quent witnesses; but, so far as practicable in reason, 
nothing affecting the case should be allowed to reach the 
mind of any member of the court unless it be heard or 
seen simultaneously by all members, and unless the per- 
son furnishing it speak under oath, subject to cross- 
examination and in the presence of the entire court, It 
is proper here to add that the Department accepts un- 
hesitatingly the further statement of Rear Admiral Mc- 
Cormick that in his conference with Medical Director 
Walton he was only seeking aid in the impartial dis- 
charge of his duty as a member of the court. 

On the face of the record, there is nothing to inform the 
Department what were the suggestions made by Medi- 
eal Director Walton during this conference, or to indi- 
eate with certainty whether the irregularity above men- 
tioned may have tended to the injury of the prosecution 
or the defense: it would have been quite as clearly the 
duty of the judge advocate to take the action he did in 
the one case as in the other. Had the accused remained 
passive and silent in this connection, the Department 
would have felt great difficulty in sustaining the convic- 
tion, since it might be impossible to say that the accused 
suffered no injury from the court’s error. Inasmuch, 
however, as both the naval and the civilian counsel of 
the accused objected with emphasis to the challenge and 
argued against its being sustained, the accused must be 
held to have asked of the court the ruling which the De- 
partment holds erroneous and to have, therefore, no right 
to complain of this ruling. 

On Dee. 13 Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte made 
public his letter of reprimand sent to Midshipman Minor 
Meriwether, jr., in accordance with the sentence of the 
court-martial which tried him at Annapolis on serious 
charges resulting from his fistic encounter with the late 
Midshipman Branch. Secretary Bonaparte’s letter to 
Midshipman Meriwether is as follows: 

Sir: You have been duly convicted of violating Clause 
3, of Article VIII., of the Articles for the Government of 
the Navy, by insulting and subsequently assaulting one 
of your fellow midshipmen; and of conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and discipline, by engaging in a fist 
fight with the same midshipman. These offenses on your 
part have led to a calamity so clearly unforeseen by you 
und so distressing that no words of reproof can be needed 
to make you feel their gravity. Your disobedience to the 
laws of your country; your forgetfulness of the full im- 
port of your oath; your yielding to fierce and angry pas- 
sions when tempted by a sense of wrong, have borne 
fruits so bitter that your worst punishment has been al- 
ready suffered. The merciful sentence of the court which 
tried you leaves you a member of the honorable profes- 
sion you have chosen. In that great school of self-sacri- 
fice and obedience, a life useful to your country will, it 
is hoped, atone for grave faults which have clouded the 
early years of your service. 

You will acknowledge receipt of this letter, and it will 
be entered on your official record. Respectfully,

ENGINEERING IN THE NAVY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering recently gave out 
an annual report on the above subject which is said by 
the Service papers to have displeased the higher execv- 
tive authorities. The cause of such displeasure may 
perhaps be attributed to the manner in which the word 
“logic” was manipulated. For the benefit of the unini- 
tiated a lucid adaptation of this report is outlined in 
the following, which is offered in a pithy, brief form 
for the sake of perspicacity, the exact quotations being 
interjected where they appear most fitting. 

“The attention of the Department” is invited ‘‘to the 
critical condition of engineering in the Navy * * * 
which the deplorable accident on board the U.S.S. 
Bennington most forcibly emphasizes.” This condition 
is due to the fact that “engineering logically belongs to 
the line” since “five and one-half years ago.” This 
logic is self-evident, but in order to avoid an under- 
standing the Bureau will assume the burden of proof 
and stand out against all comers with six elaborate 
reasons why engineering is in the direct line of command. 

‘Five and one-half years ago” * * * “a whole corps of 
specialists was transferred to the line.’ “How well 
they did it’’—(in the line) * * *” the records and fitness 
reports bear striking testimony,” but “‘so few officers of 
the line are taking up engineering seriously, that the 
situation is becoming alarming,” which proves “that 
engineering is a function of the line.” 

The domination of engineering by the line being thus 
established, a bill is recommended naming thirty officers 
(now already available for this purpose), to go to sea 
as marine engineers, but not much in the engine room, 
only in the capacity as “chief engineer of each of the 
larger vessels” (none being required for the Bennington 
and other smaller vessels), and ‘to enable the com- 
mander-in-chief at all times to have available officers 
qualified to act in any case in which expert engineering 
knowledge is necessary.” 

Having thus liberally supplied the Navy afloat with 
thirty dominating engineers, fifty-two more are required 
to operate all the marine engines ashore, the older ones 
who have passed the age of nimble hands, sharp. eyes, 
and activity of brain, to be labeled “designing en- 
gineers,’ who shall watch. others design engines on 
shore, with “as high rank and as great consideration as 
that of the most favored branch of naval science.” 

Warrant machinists should also be logically legislated 

into the lines of command, and there should be “a large 
increase in the number of warrant machinists. The 
total number is totally inadequate for the needs of the 
Service.” This alarming condition is due to the fal- 
lacious idea of Congress and the country that line of- 
ficers are doing the marine engineering of the fleets, 
whereas the warrant machinists are the simon pure 
marine engineers, and their numbers should be greatiy 
increased so there will be at least one for the Benning- 
ton. 
The Bureau therefore recommends the above plan “for 
quickly supplying the Navy with a body of efficient en- 
gineers.”” With the bill once passed, next year no one 
can say that the Navy has no engineer corps. There 
are no competent marine engineers available in this 
country among those outside the naval service, and 
none having ambitions of the higher class need apply. 
Nothing short of the best should be tolerated, therefore 
provision is made to secure applicants by coercion, if 
necessary, since worse than the worst is better than a 
separate corps not logically belonging to the line. 

“There is a widespread prejudice against a separate 
corps,” due to the “controversies and jealousies incident” 
thereto; therefore a separate corps is offered herewith, 
which shall not be called separate. This confusion will 
furnish a theme of argument to be worked out in the 
future, the separateness whereof will, if the bill be 
passed, be explained in abundant literature as in the 
days of old, before marine engineering went round and 
vound in the same old fallacious rut. -E.D.

This is 
all I would ask Congress to do. 





was about to suggest that the ship's 
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Secretary Bonaparte on Dec. 14 received from Rear 
Admiral Sands his report on the alleged hazing at the 
Naval Academy, of which our Annapolis correspondent 
gives an acceunt. A resolution has been introduced in the 
House by Representative Loud, of Michigan, providing 
for a thorough investigation of the situation and condi- 
tions at the Naval Academy by the House Naval Commit- 
tee, which is especially instructed to “ascertain and re- 
port whether violations of the law and the regulations 
governing the Academy continue, and whether hazing, 
fagging, running and class fist fighting continue in prac- 
tice there, and the knowledge of and responsibility of the 
otticers of the Academy for any conditions found to ex- 
ist.” This would scem to be “writ sarkastic,”’ in view of 
the fact that the last Congress re-instated by special act 
Midshipmen John H. Lofland, Earl. W. Chafee, and J. 
I). Little, who were dismissed about two years ago for 
hazing at the Naval Academy. If Congress will insist 
upon reinstating midshipmen dismissed for hazing, it will 
be absolutely impossible to stamp out the practice. Rear 
Admiral James H. Sands, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, was at the Navy Department Dec. 15 in consul- 
tution with Secretary Bonaparte. As a result of what he 
told the Secretary, the question .of hazing was considered 
at the Cabinet meeting that day. “There will be no more 
interference with lower classmen by upper classmen at 
the Naval Academy,” said Admiral Sands, in conversa- 
tion with our representative. This conclusion is the re- 
suit of a conference with midshipmen officers and petty 
oficers on Dee. 18, the rating midshipmen being members 
of first and second classes who have disciplinary charge of 
the brigade of midshipmen. They were informed that the 
law expressly prohibits interference and declared they 
would do everything in their power to prevent it. “I am 
sure,” said Admiral Sands, “that everything will be done 
in future to prevent hazing or running of any kind.” It 
is doubtful if it will be possible to stop mild ‘‘running,” 
such as making a plebe tell funny stories without laugh- 
ins; sing songs and spell his name with a “sir” after 
each letter. Admiral Sands emphatically declared, how- 
ever, that “interference” is at an end, now that the mid- 
siipmen officers are on record to enforce the law in its 
broadest interpretation, and midshipmen fully realize that 
auy “running” comes within the prohibition of the law. 
"\Ve have a school at Annapolis,” said Admiral Sands, 

here we are training officers and gentlemen. This is a 
matter which we can settle within the walls of the Acade- 
my. I am sure it will work out from now on most sat- 
isfactorily.” 
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Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte on Dec. 15 made pub- 
lic his letter to the Attorney General, in which he asks 
certain questions relative to the law governing the pun- 
is:ment of midshipmen at the Naval Academy for hazing. 
In an act passed in 1874 it is specifically provided that 
any midshipman guilty of hazing shall be tried by a court- 
martial, and if found guilty by the court, shall be dis- 
missed from the Naval Academy. Under the Act of 1903 
it is provided that the Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy sball make such rules as will effectually prevent the 
practice of hazing, and any cadet found guilty of partici- 
puting in hazing shall be summarily expelled from the 
Academy. Secretary Bonaparte in a letter to the Attor- 
ney General says, after quoting these laws: ‘Interpre- 
tation of these statutes has become necessary in view of 
the faet that two midshipmen, after investigation by a 
board of officers appointed by the Superintendent, have 
been found to have been guilty of the offense of hazing, 
having compelled a fourth class man ‘to stand on_ his 
head, as the phrase is among the midshipmen, until he 
became unconscious. Under these circumstances, I have 
the honor to ask your advice upon the following ques- 
tions: ‘1. Do the statutes upon the subject confer upon 
the Superintendent of the Naval Academy, or the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or upon both conjointly, the power sum- 
marily to dismiss from the Academy, without trial by 
court-martial, a midshipman guilty of the offense of haz- 
ing? 2. Weuld such action, if taken, prove a bar ta pro- 
coodings in the civil courts for assault or other criminal 
elements involved in the offense? ”

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The first of the 16,000 ton battleships, the Louisiana, 
went through her standardization trial on Dec. 13 over 
the one knot course in Penobscot Bay, Me., and from ‘all 
accounts eovered herself with glory.

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The wireless telegraph workers of the Navy are stead- 
ily improving the system. The use of the wireless by the 
Nantucket Shoals Lightship No. 58, which this week 
foundered, probably saved the lives of the entire crew of 
thirteen men. Without wireless the lightship could never 
have asked for assistance, and while it is possible that 
the men could have escaped in the lifeboat, the presence 
of the L.H. steamer, summoned to the lightship by wire- 
less, certainly facilitated the rescue. The sinking of the 
lightship is considered as something most unusual, as it 
is very seldom that a lightship, constructed to weather 
the worst storms, goes down. A gratifying bit of wire- 
less telegraph work, report of which has just been made, 
was the transmission of messages from the station at Key 
West to San Juan with perfect continuity and clearness. 
The receiver at San Juan took everything sent with the 
greatest of ease. It is not possible, however, to send 
from San Juan to Key West, as the sending apparatus at 
San Juan has not been installed, This work will be com- 
pleted within a few days, however, and it is then expect- 
ed that the station at Key West, as well as many others, 
will talk with San Juan without the slightest trouble. 
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Major Eben Swift, U.S.A., has rewritten and published 
in pamphlet form the lectures on “orders” delivered by 
him as Instructor in Military Art at the Infantry and 


Cavalry School and Staff College, Fort Leavenworth, and 
the work in its present form is one that should be in the 
hands of every young officer of the Army. Major Swift 
explains that while retaining the principles laid down in 
the order of field service of the German army and in the 
writings of Verdy, he has closely adhered in matters of 
detail to the methods of Gripenker] in his studies on ap- 
plied tactics. The preface to the work is a graphic re- 
view of the development and orderly employment of arm- 
ies and presents an interesting outline of many historic 
Army orders, their origin and purpose and the results to 
which they led. ‘The general contents consist of defini- 
tions of orders, letters of instruction, plans, forms and 
examples. Under separate headings the author explains 
what orders should and should not contain, how phrased 
and how prepared and transmitted, together with a mass 
of uscfu} information as to messages, reports and diaries. 
Every officer can study this admirable work with profil. 
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In his annual report Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, coim- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, strongly recommends that 
the line of the Marine Corps be increased by twenty-four 
captains, twenty-four lieutenants and twelve second lieu- 
tenants. This increase is asked temporarily to relieve the 
present condition in the corps, and, if granted, the com- 
mandant says, the corps will still be short of the number 
of officers allowed the Army for a corresponding number 
of enlisted men. The commandant again urges an in- 
crease of 1,240 men in the enlisted personnel, calling at- 
tention to the fact that the commissioning of new ships 
is making rapid inroads upon the enlisted strength of the 
corps. Legislation is asked providing that marines serv- 
ing with the legation guards at Seoul, Corea and Peking, 
China, may be credited with double time for such service, 
in the same manner as is given for service in the Philip- 
pine Islands. Included in the report are estimates for 
improvements in the officers’ quarters and barracks at 
various navy yards, some of which have already received 
the approval of Secretary Bonaparte. 
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The cruiser Minneapolis, which has been in European 
waters for many months and was ordered to the Baltic 
a few weeks ago to be used in case Americans in St. 
Petersburg became endangered, has sailed from Ponta 
Delgada, Azores, for Hampton Roads. The Minneapolis 
started for the Baltic from Cherbourg about a month ago 
at a time when it seemed that Americans in St. Peters- 
burg and in other Russian cities would be forced to flee. 
The situation quieted down, however, and the Minneapo- 
lis went into Gravesend, England. She was finally or- 
dered to the Azores and was held on waiting orders there 
while the State Department watched closely the develop- 
ments at Odessa as well as in Turkey. A Moslem up- 
rising in Turkey was feared when the combined fleet of 
the Powers began threatening the Porte, and Americans 
were on the edge of peril. This soon passed, and it was 
deemed wise to bring the Minneapolis back to the United 
States. There are now no American warships in Euro- 
pean waters. 
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A board of survey reports that it will cost $90,000 to 
repair the supplyship Culgoa, now at the New York Navy 
Yard, including the hull and fittings. Estimates are also 
being made for new boilers. The supplyship Glacier has 
been in use on this side ever since the Celtic has been out 
of commission, but the Glacier has now gone to the Phil- 
ippines, assisting in towing the drydock Dewey. The 
Celtic, ordered from the Pacific Station, is now on her 
way around Capt Horn. She reported from Valparaiso 
a few days ago. The report of the Board of Survey on 
the Bennington should be in the Navy Department about 
the first of the year. Though she will need two new boil- 
ers and many other repairs, it is thought that she can be 
repaired and put in commission. The Olympia will come 
up from the Caribbean in about a month for repairs, 
which will probably be made at Norfolk, taking a month 
or six weeks. Admiral Bradford will come with his ves- 
sel if the present plans are adhered to. 
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At the general meeting of the Military Service Insti- 
tution held on Governors Island Dec. 13, Major James S. 
Pettit, 8th U.S. Inf., read his Seaman Prize Paper on 
“How Far Does Democracy Affect the Organization and 
Discipline of Our Armies, and How Can its Influence be 
Most Effectually Utilized?” The paper, to which we shall 
have occasion to refer hereafter, is one of great military 
interest, and the reading was attentively listened to by a 
distinguished gathering of officers, including Major Gens. 
Thomas H. Ruger and James F. Wade and Brig. Gens. 
IF’ rederick DD. Grant, Albert L. Mills, John W. Barriger 
and 'Theophilus FI’. Rodenbough, all of the Army, and 
many others, Colonel Pettit spoke with refreshing frank- 


ness and it will be fortunate if what he said receives the 
attention it deserves.

‘There are about 1,500 boys on duty 
at the station and confidence is expressed that the disease 
will be kept in contiol. 
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Col. Henry O. S. Heistand, U.S.A., Military Secretary, 
Department of the East, has issued a new roster of the 


department which is a radical departure in size, form 
and make-up from the rosters which have been issued for 
many years from the several divisions and departments. 
It is a great improvement on the old style of roster, and 
is of the same size and patterned after the monthly 
Army list issued from the War Department. In addi- 
tion to other valuable features the roster contains an 
alphabetical index of officers and their present location.

In a letter dated Nov. 27, 1905, the Secretary of the 
Navy stated that hereafter requests for allotments from 
the appropriation “Contingent, Navy,’’ shall be made in 
writing and no obligation shall be incurred chargeable to 
said appropriation until an allotment covering same has 
been authorized by the Secretary in writing. The request 
and the allotment as soon as made shall be placed on the 
files of the Secretary’s office. This does not refer to ex- 
penditures for carriage hire for official purposes in for- 
cign ports, in carrying out the provisions of Art. 172, 
Navy Regulations. 
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The crew of water barge No. 12 had a lively time on a 
trip from Norfolk, Va., recently, to the drydock Dewey at 
Solomon’s Island, They left Norfolk in tow of the tug 
Hercules and when half way up the. weather became so 
rough that the tow line broke and the barge was adrift 
for some two hours. Finally they were able to make fast 
to the tug and proceed to their destination. To make the 
work aboard the barge more difficult there was no rail 
for the men to hold on to and it was simply taking one’s« 
life in his own hands to venture on the deck. 
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The Comptroller of the Treasury has rendered the fol- 
lowing decisions: “An officer, assigned inadequate pub- 
lie quarters, who, on his own authority, hires outside 
quarters, is not entitled to commutation or hire for the 
period of time. A -shipfitter who is given an acting ap- 
pointment as chief carpenter’s mate is entitled to the pay 
of the new rating only, even though it be less. A marine 
must be held in the Service after the expiration of his 
enlistment to make up time lost by authorized absence.” 
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Surveys on the Detroit, the Alert, the Miantonomoh 
and the Terror have been ordered with a view of deter- 
mining the smallest cost of fitting these vessels for use 
by the Naval Militia. The various boards of survey will 
begin their work soon. The Navy Department has not 
finally decided that the above vessels shall be turned over 
to the use of the Naval Militia, but the necessity of hav- 
ing some vessels for that purpose is recognized and the 
matter has been given considerable consideration. 
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A party consisting of Secretary Taft, Gen. J. R. 
3rooke, U.S.A.; Gen. George B. Davis, U.S.A.; Colonel 
Nicholson, president of the Gettysburg Commission ; Col. 
Clarence R. Edwards and Representative De Armond, 
of Missouri, left Washington Dec. 9 for Gettysburg, where 
a site is to be selected for the location in the National 
Park of a tablet ordered erected by Congress upon which 
is to be inscribed Lincoln’s Gettysburg address. 
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Majors Walter D. McCaw, surgeon, and Eugene F., 
Ladd, Military Secretary, U.S.A., have been investigating 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., the Bertillon measurement 
system and also the finger print system at the federal 
prison. They are to determine as to the fitness of these 
two identification systems with a view to adopting them 
in the Army for the detection of deserters. 
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Secretary Lonaparte has declined an offer of $15,000 
for the U.S.S. Constitution, on the ground that her dispo- 
sition is a matter for Congress to determine. Representa- 
tive Sulzer has introduced a resolution calling for infor- 
mation concerning the vessel and asking the President to 
interfere to prevent her destruction. 
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On Jan. 1 there will be fifty vacancies in the Navy 
grade of assistant surgeon, and the Surgeon General is 
experiencing great difficulty in filling them, owing to the 
prosperous condition of the country and the comparatively 
few advantages offered by the Government. 
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There will be an examination in Washington next 
spring for assistant civil engineers of the Navy. The 
Bureau of Yards and Docks is not hopeful of filling any 
of the existing vacancies. ‘Two or three examinations 
have been held, and none of the candidates has passed. 
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Troop D, 4th Cavalry, arrived at San Francisco, Cal., 
Dec. 9, and 'l'roop BH, 3d Cavalry, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco Dec. 10, en route to the Philippine Islands, 
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Messrs. Vickers, Sons and Maxim have obtained a 
contract to construct a floating dock for British sub-

-—Mr. Charles McD. Adams and Mr. T. P. Adams, of St, 
Louis, Mo.; Dr. F. J. Adams, of Great Falls, Mont. : 
Mrs. Condé B. Pallen, of New Rochelle, N.Y., and Mrs. 
John M. Dickson, of St. Louis, Mo. Mrs. Adams was 
born at Fort Winnebago, Minn., and spent most of her 
life in the Army. “She will be remembered by many of 
the ‘old Army’,” writes a correspondent, “as a beautiful 
girl and a woman of iovely Christian character.” 

Mrs. Mary H. Saxton, widow of Joseph Saxton and 
mother of the wife of Capt. E. ©. Pendleton, U.S.N., died 
in Washington. D.C., Dee, 7. 

Capt. Carter B. Harrison, brother of the late Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, died at his home, near Mur- 
freesboro, ‘Tenn., Dec. 7, aged sixty-five years. Captain 
Harrison served gallantly through the Civil War on the 
Federal side. He leaves a widow, one daughter and one 
son. 

Col. Herman Haupt, a veteran of the Civil War and 
the oldest graduate of the U.S.M.A., was stricken sud- 
denly with heart disease on Dec. 14 on a Pennsylvania 
train just before it left Jersey City and he died in the 
arms of his son, Lewis M. Haupt, formerly professor in 
the University of Pennsylvania, and a graduate of tiie 
U.S.M.A., who resigned from the Army as a lieutenant jn 
the Corps of Engineers Sept. 20, 1869. The body of the 
General was taken to Philadelphia. Colonel Haupt wis 
appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1831, and was 
graduated and promoted to brevet second lieutenant, 33d 
Infantry. July 1, 1885. He resigned Sept. 30 of the same 
year and entered the service of the Norristown railroud 
as assistant engineer and was subsequently prominent 
with other roads. He was a member and secretary of 
the Board of Visitors to the U.S.M.A. in 1861. During 
the War of the Rebellion he was appointed colonel and 
additional aide-de-camp April 27, 1862, and served as 
Chief of Construction and Transportation on the U.S, 
military railroads, directing the repairs and construction 
of railroads for facilitating the movements of the U.S, 
armies in Virginia from May 28, 1862, to Sept. 14, 186:. 
Hie was promoted brigadier general of Volunteers for 
meritorious services in operations against the enemy dur- 
ing the campaign of the Army of Virginia, but declined 
the appointment. When Colonel Haupt retired to private 
life he became general manager of the Piedmont Air Line 
Railroad, chief engineer of the Pennsylvania Transporta- 
tion Company and Seaboard Pipe Line, general manager 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad and president of the Da- 
kota and Great Southern Railway. 

Gen. Thomas S. Allen, a veteran of the Civil War, died 
at his home in Oshkosh, Wis., Dec. 12, aged eighty years. 
General Allen was born in New York and distinguished 
hip-self greatly at the first battle of BuM Run. At 
Gainesville he was twice painfully wounded, receiving 
shot in the neck and one in the wrist, but he kept on fight- 
ing until the end. He stormed the heights of South Moun- 
tain with the Iron Brigade, and at the battle of Antietam 
he commanded the 2d Wisconsin Regiment and was again 
badly wounded and carried from the field. He also led 
the 5th Wisconsin in the charge on Marye’s Heights, «it 
Fredericksburg, Va. In 1865 General Allen was elected 
Secretary of State, and was re-elected two years later.

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NEWS OF THE PHILLIPPINES. 


Mail advices from Manila bring further particulars 
of the extermination of Datto Ali and his band of out- 
laws in the Island of Mindanao in October last. About 
the middJe of the month named, Brig. Gen. James A, 
Buchanan, U.S.A., commanding the Department of Min- 
danao, learned that Datto Ali was raiding the friendly 
Moros in the Cattabato district, and he thereupon ordered 
Major John J. Crittenden, 22d U.S. Inf., to select a 
provisional company of 100 men to go after the outlaws, 
This company, including Lieuts. Solomon B. West, Phiiip 
Remington, and Benjamin B, McCroskrey, all of the 22d 
Infantry, was then turned over to Capt. Frank R. Mc- 
Coy, 3d U.S. Cav., together with a detachment of Philip- 
pine Scouts and a body of cargadores. Owing to the pre- 
cautions taken by Captain McCoy and by the aid of 
Datto’ Piang, a friendly Moro, and the men of the bill 
company, who feared Ali more than they did the Ameri- 
cans, the Datto was taken completely by surprise. le 
was seated on the porch of his house when the first of 
the assailants appeared in the garden at about noon of 
Oct. 22. He was able, however, to fire the first shot, using 
a rifle that lay across his knee, killing Private Llewellyn 
Babb, Co. C, 22d Inf. Lieutenant Remington, in com- 
mand of the advance, fired at Datto Ali with his revol- 
ver, the bullet striking him just over the heart. Uniler 
cover of a fire from his guard in the house, Ali struggled 
to his feet and attempted to enter, but fell on the 
threshoid, his body riddled with fifteen bullets. Beside 
the Datto, either three of his brothers or three of his sons 
were killed, accounts differing as to this. About fifteen 
of his followers were captured. 

Cabiling, the fifteen-year-old Filipino who recently 
stabbed and murdered Mr, Allen, an American schooi 
teacher in the Island of Leyte, has been sentenced to life 
imprisonment. As a result of this affair, the civil au- 
thorities of the Philippines have authorized disciplinary 
whipping in the public schools. The new regulation es- 
=" exempts teachers from civil or criminal responsi- 

ility 

Lieut. Louis J. Van Schaick, 4th U.S. Inf., captain, 
Philippine Scouts, has been appointed Governor of the 
Province of Cavite, Island of Luzon. The Manila Sun- 
day Sun, in an appreciative notice of this appointment, 
says: “ft is a hundred to one bet that while Van Schaick 
is Governor the natives will have to be good—if not they 
are likely to get spanked. Governor Van Schaick par- 
ticipated in the campaign in Southern Luzon under Gen- 
eral Lawton. He narrowly escaped death at the hands 
of the insurrectos in Cavite in October of last year, but 
was saved by Capt. Edward L. King, of the 11th Cavalry, 
who killed with the butt of his carbine the native with 
whom Van Schaick had closed in a hand to hand en- 
counter. The latter received an honorable mention from 
General Lawton for his conduct in this fight.” 

The Bureau of Insular Affairs is arranging to make 
a call for proposals for the construction in Manila of 
steel wharves at a cost ef about $300,000. The bids are 
to be opened in Manila. 
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BASEBALL IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


A very interesting series of baseball games was played 
at Zamboanga, Mindanao, P.I., by four teams, represent- 
ing the 20th Infantry, 19th Infantry, 22d Infantry and 


the Q.M. Department, all from the Department of Min- 
danao. ‘The series was for the championship of Min- 
danao. and began Sept. 19, 1905, and lasted ten days. 

Each team played nine games, three games with each 
of the other teams. The games were well played, and 
were almost all close and exciting, the scores being very 
small. The series was not decided until the 20th Infantry 
beat the 22d Infantry on the last day of the series by a 
score of two to one. 

The 20th Infantry were the winners of the series. The 
work done by Lieut. Phillips, of the 20th, deserves es- 
pecial mention, pitching five out of the nine games and 
winning four. The 20th Infantry team are now the. base- 
ball champions of the Departments of Luzon and Min- 
danao, having won the championship of Luzon during the 
department athletic meet at Manila last spring.

THE GATHMANN SHELL. 


Mr. Louis Gathmann is disposed to make another at- 
tempt to secure consideration for his “invention.” In 
a published letter he indulges in the customary abuse of 
our ordnance experts, charging them in effect with being 
not only prejudiced, but dishonest. We would suggest 
that Mr. Gathmann devote his attention to answering the 
demonstrations of his errors which recently appeared in 
the Scientific American, a paper which can hardly be ac- 
cused of being in the interest of ordnance officers. The 
Army Chief of Ordnance said, in his report for 1902: 
“All previous experiments had resulted in the general 
professional opinion that a projectile exploded outside of 
al armored structure would do it less damage than a sim- 
ilar projectile without explosive charge, but with power 
of penetrating the armor.” Mr. Gathmann in reply to 
this publishes the following letter, which appeared in LI. 
Rep. No. 858, Feb. 28, 1905: 

“Naval Proving Ground, May 19, 1898. 

“Sir: I have the honor to report that the experiment 
of exploding 500 pounds of gun cotton against an armor 
plate has been made. Mr. Gathmann, his son, and Mr. 
MeMullen, of the Gathmann Projectile Company, were 
present. The plate used was a piece of the 13-inch B. 
Lt. turret plate, representing group 4 of the armor of 
th. Kentucky and Kearsarge. * Its thickness varied 
from 16 to 17 inches. Its weight was about 45,000 pounds. 
* * The dry gun cotton primers were supplied by Mr. 
Gathmann. * * The armor plate was broken into two 
approximately equal parts. * * The left portion was 
turned over as a door opens, making what was the rear 
of the plate now the upper part. The other piece was 
turned as on an axis normal to the surface through about 
180°.

VISITS ABROAD ON SPECIAL DUTY. 


Secretary Bonaparte, of the Navy, this week issued 
what is known as Departmental Order No. 58, which offi- 
cers of the Navy and Marine Corps will find of some in- 
terest, No one knows exactly why the Secretary thought 
it necessary to issue this order, and there has been consid- 
erable speculation in Washington among Navy officers as 
to the causes which led to its being promulgated.

No officer of the Navy or Marine Corps will proceed to 
a ‘oreign country on special duty connected with the Ser- 
vice except under orders prepared by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and, through that Bureau, in the Office of Naval 
Intelligence. The Bureau of Navigation will in each 
case prepare a letter for the Secretary’s signature in- 
forming the Department of State of the intended visit 
and the general nature only of the duty on which the offi- 
cer is to be sent—this for the information of the diplo- 
mitie representatives of the United States in the coun- 
tries to be visited. A copy of the written official report 
made by any such officer.with respect to his mission will 
be transmitted by him through the Bureau of Navigation 

to the Office of Naval Intelligence for file.

these night drills. The night drill, he went on to state 
among other things, was necessarily without value or 
benefit, as no use whatever could be made of sights or 
telescopic instruments, the very_purpose for which bat- 
tery night drill is prescribed in Par. 478, D.R. ’ 

In an endorsement sent from the office of the Chief of 
Artillery, Capt. J. M. Williams said in part: ‘‘A suspen- 
sion of night drill at Fort Strong is not recommended. So 
long as night attacks in war are to be expected, the Coast 
Artillery must drill at night in time of peace; and the 
drills must be conducted in the manner which would be 
required in action with existing equipment. Therefore, 
the methods improvised must be practicable not only in 
drill, but in action also.’’ This endorsement was ap- 
proved by the Acting Chief of Staff of the War Depart- 
ment.

Fot 
instance, the recent visit of the Second Cruiser Squadron 
of the British navy to American ports necessarily entailed 
an extremely heavy burden of expense upon the officers 
and men of our Navy for the entertainment of Prince 
Louis of Battenberg and his fellow officers. The visitors 
were the guests of the nation, yet the greater part of the 
cost of entertaining them devolved upon the officers and 
men of the United States Navy. No complaint has been 
heard from those officers and probably none will be, yet 
the fact remains that they have been obliged to tax them- 
selves for a proper display of American hospitality, the 
expense of which should properly have been paid by the 
Government. In an exceptional case like the visit of the 
British squadron the Government might with credit to 
itself and as a matter of fair play follow the course of 
the British Admiralty,

WHO SHALL BUILD THE PANAMA CANAL? 


From articles which have appeared and speeches witich 
have been made by people coming from the Isthmus, it 
is evident that an effort is being made to excuse and 
justify the existing trial method of building the Panama 
Canal under railroad management and by railroad enpi- 
neers. “An Army Officer on the Isthmus,” whose letter 
was published last week, appears to believe that because 
railroad transportation cuts an important figure in buiid- 
ing the canal, therefore railroad men should control the 
canal work in all its branches. He forgets that in all 
great engineering enterprises transportation is as iia- 
portant as it is at Panama. He also forgets that there 
are other methods of transportation than railroad trans- 
portation, and that it may be found advantageous to 
adopt some of these methods for a large part, if not nearly 
the whole, of the work. 

In building the great canals through the State of New 
York, transportation undoubtedly cuts as much of a figure 
as it does at Panama, but the State has not, therefore, 
put the work into the hands of railroad managers and en- 
gineers, but, with great wisdom, has put it into the hans 
of engineers skilled in the design, construction and opera- 
tion of canals and learned and practical in the science 
of hydraulic engineering. The transporation problem 
is only one of many entering into the work. To make 
it, as proposed by the writer at Panama, the controlling 
element is much like the tail wagging the dog. It is just 
as reasonable to go to a shoemaker to get a suit of 
clothes made as to go to a railroad engineer to get a 
canal built or to a canal engineer to get a railroad built. 
The plea that the head of the railroad in Panama “must 
necessarily be the head” of the canal work, is simply 
absurd to anyone familiar with great public or private 
work of this character. The railroad management and 
head should certainly be subordinate to the Chief of the 
Canal Construction Work. 

It should be understood that what we have said as 
to turning the work of building the Panama Canal over 
tc the Government engineers has been solely from our own 
prompting, and has not been suggested by any member of 
the Corps of Engineers, directly or indirectly. We are 
not sure that the engineers will thank us for the sug- 
gestion, and we are not concerned as to whether they do 
or not, as we speak in the interest of the Government 
and the proper conduct of a great national undertaking, 
which is to cover us with glory or with shame. It is a 
subject cf remark and wonder why the Government, hav- 
ing such a corps and organization, the finest that ever 
existed for doing such work as that at Panama, should 
not have used it instead of putting the work into the 
hands of men unskilled in canal, harbor and hydraulic 
work, and generally ignorant of Governmental business 
methods and requirements. 

Two of the graduates of the Military Academy, Mc- 
Neill and Whistler (the father of the artist), who built 
the Russian railroad from St. Petersburg to Moscow, 
were admittedly two of the greatest railroad engineers of 
this generation. The Panama railroad was largely built 
their generation. The Panama railroad was largely built 
there is hardly any great line of railroad communication 
in this country upon which Army officers have not 
stamped the impress of their skill, intelligence and integ- 
rity. The route of the Baltimore & Ohio was chosen by 
three graduates of the Military Academy and seven other 
graduates were engaged in its construction. Graduates 
have been presidents or administrators of the Central 
Railroad of Georgia, the Pittsburgh & Fort Wayne, the 
Cumberland Valley, the Mobile and Montgomery, the II- 
linois Central, St. Louis & Cincinnati, Richmond & Dan- 
ville, Gulf, Colorado and Pacific, West Shore and numer- 
ous other railroads of the United States that might be 
named. 

Andrew Talcott built the first railroad in Mexico, and 
Benjamin Wright the first one in Cuba. It was in fact 
Army men to whom the railroads of this country were in- 
debted for their early development and the adaptation of 
railroads constructed to American necessities ; they creai- 
ing methods and inventing means to apply them to con- 
ditions unknown to European engineers. The best loco- 
motives of their time were designed by Whistler, and it 
was perhaps natural that Whistler should also have in- 
vented the locomotive whistle, as he did. He determined 
the all-important question of gauge and introduced the 
system of interchangeability of parts which has done s° 
much to give American machinery its supremacy. When 
the Government during the Civil War sought the most ef- 
ficient chief of construction and transportation on mili- 
tary roads, whom did it choose but a graduate of the 
Academy, Herman Haupt? 

The work of George S. Greene and his son, Francis V. 
Greene; of Montgomery ©. Meigs, William Ludlow, Eg- 
bert L. Viele and Eugene Griffin in municipal engineer- 
ing and the work of Army officers in-the sanitary redemp- 
tion of Cuba are well known; also their work in the erec- 
tion of public buildings, lighthouses and river and har- 
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hor improvements upon which some $500,000,000 has been . 


expended. Was it not that noble soldier and eminent en- 
gineer, Orlando M. Poe, who built the Sault Ste. Marie 
Canal, and are not the names of our Army engineers hon- 
orably associated with the canals at the Falls of the Ohio, 
the Des Moines Rapids, the Dalles of the Columbia, the 
great Kanawaha canal, and the hydraulic work for the 
improvement of the channel of the Mississippi and numer- 
ous other rivers? And when the State of New York, with 
its pick of eminent engineers, needed a man for its great 
canal undertaking, involving the expenditure of $100,- 
(00,000, it asked for the services of an Army Engineer, 
just as the city of Philadelphia asks for another in con- 
nection with one of its important public works. 

And yet, owing probably to the unusual fact of the 
presence in the Cabinet at the time of a railroad man, 
the Government, when assuming the building of a great 
canal, must go beyond the ranks of its public servants to 
introduce into the direction of a great national undertak- 
ing the unaccustomed and alien element of railroad en- 
ineers, with its suggestion of side profits occurring at 
once to every man familiar with the actual conduct of 
gioat railroads which have put dollars into the pockets of 
their stockholders while bestowing the largess of mil- 
lions upon their manipulators. We are not seeking to 
condemn any individual man; it is simply the choice of 
\stem which we condemn as unwise and one filled with 
the gravest possibilities of public scandal. 
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GETTING BACK TO FIRST PRINCIPLES. 


In Admiral Rojestvensky’s graphic account of his de- 
feat by 'Togo in the battle of the Sea of Japan, an ab- 
stvact of which we published last week, he makes the 
sivnificant statement that not one of his armor-clad ships 
wes pierced by the enemy’s projectiles. The real damage 
wis eaused by “the repeated shock of the projectiles 
bursting against the vessels.”” The shock disjointed their 
stcel plates, the rivets sprang, and the water, rushing in 
by the holes thus opened, shifted the center of gravity in 
the vessels, caused them to upset and sink. In this sim- 
ple statement we have a summary of battle experience 
with modern naval implements which affords a flood of 
licit on the related questions of gunfire and armor. 
liv jestvensky awards full credit to the skill of the Jap- 
an -se—“their victory,” he says, “was entirely won by 
their guns,” which they handled ‘‘with mathematical pre- 
cision.” It is evident from his testimony, however, that 
the penetrative force of the Japanese projectiles amount- 
ed practically to ncthing, and that the decisive results 
were caused by the hammering shock of exploding shells 
against the sides of his ships. 

The experience of Rojestvensky’s fleet presents a sim- 
ple but highly important lesson, which is just this: 
That a naval vessel clad in armor which is impenetrable 
to projectiles of a given type may nevertheless be put out 
of action by the shock from the impact of those same 
projectiles. ‘The joints in her armor are vulnerable to 
the sledge-like blows of exploding shells which, when de- 
livered continuously and accurately, as was done by the 
Japanese, may force the plates of the ship apart and open 
the way for a fatal inrush of water. Whether the terrific 
shock of projectiles against the sides of a ship would 
ciuse any serious disarrangement of her machinery has 
not yet been determined, but such results would not seem 
unlikely under a hammering sufficiently powerful to dis- 
joint her armor plates. Rear Admiral George W. 
Melville, U.S.N., in advance of experiences in the Far 
Kast, expressed the belief that the furious hammering of 
bursting shells against the sides of an armor-clad vessel 
micht, if long-continued, not only demoralize her crew, 
but seriously disarrange and perhaps disable her ma- 
chinery. His view appears to have been verified to a con- 
siderable extent by the results of the Japanese gun-fire 
on Reojestvensky’s ships. It seems likely, therefore, tbat 
the effect of Rojestvensky’s full report, when published, 
will be to arouse new interest in the discussion on the 
undetermined problem of projectile versus armor. 

The destruction of the Russian ships in the manner 
described by Admiral Rojestvensky also brings forward 
the vexed question as to the relative merits of gun cali- 
Recent years have witnessed a general tendency in 
the direetion of large calibers and the adoption of the 
wwelye-inch type as the maximum. The United States, 
however, in pursuance of ordnance development, devised 
for coast defense and constructed a sixteen-inch gun 
Which has withstood all tests and completely fulfilled the 
*xpeetations of the buiiders. The cost of this piece and 
the time required to build it were so great, however, that 
no urther construction of the same type has been under- 
taken, and our Army ordnance experts have tacitly 
aged upon the twelve-inch caliber as the maximum. The 
tenarkable results accomplished with the sixteen-inch 
yun in practical tests have nevertheless suggested that a 
lesirable type might be evolved through a compromise 
between the sixteen-inch and the twelve-inch caiibers— 
in other words, a fourteen-inch gun. It should be under- 
stood, however, that the sixteen-inch gun was designed 
specially for service in coast defense, and it may be 
ask d why we should not trust entirely to the twelve-inch 
ype if the sixteen-inch be regarded as undesirable. The 
insver to that question is that the greatest power to be 
developed from the twelve-inch caliber can be obtained 
only threugh the medium of the greatest possible velocity, 
and that requires the use of such heavy charges that the 
gn is likely to wear out in a limited number of rounds. 
The erosion in the bore of large guns, due to the use 
of s uokeless powder, is one of the most difficult problems 
with which ordnance experts have to deal. ‘The use of 
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the powder charges required to produce the velocity which 
the gun is capable of withstanding virtually limits the 
life of a ten-inch gun to 250 or 300 rounds. In large 
guns the erosion in the bore, due to heavy charges, pro- 
ceeds so rapidly that after fifty or sixty rounds have 
been fired the rifling is so worn that the projectile no 
longer receives the rotary motion so necessary to steadi- 
ness of flight, and the result is a loss of accuracy. Be- 
eause of this rapid erosion, it has become a question 
whether the guns should not be used at a less power 
than their strength would permit in order to prolong their 
usefulness. It must be kept in mind, however, that in 
using the gun at reduced power, the energy of the pro- 
jectile wou'd be reduced by a sacrifice of the very quality 
which it loses soonest in flight—namely, velocity. In a 
word, reduced power means reduced velocity and reduced 
velocity means reduced efficiency. As against that polity 
it is quite possible, as the Chief of Ordnance pertinently 
observes, “to retain the superiority of the gun over any- 
thing which it is called upon to attack by using larger 
calibers for given work and by building guns of larger 
size than is now customary, experimental construction 
as well as theory and natural foresight having shown that 
the present conventional maximum used need by no means 
be accepted as a limit.” Obviously, the last word as to 
the utility or non-utility of the sixteen-inch gun has not 
yet been spoken. 

There is naturally enough a vast amount of misin- 
formation in the public mind with reference to the tech- 
nical subject of gun calibers. An instance appears in a 
current newspaper statement pretending to quote ‘an 
expert” as saving that “the larger the caliber of the 
gun the less the chance of hitting the target and the 
greater the inaccuracy.” The author of that opinion dis- 
plays a broad and comprehensive ignorance of ballistics 
which is wonderful to contemplate. He cares nothing 
for the fact that “‘sectional density” is the potent factor in 
the ballistic co-officient, and he is equally indifferent to 
the simple truth that that factor is a function of length 
of projectile. It is perhaps rudimentary, but for the 
benefit of the “expert” quoted above, we may explain 
that, for projectiles of similar figure, the greater the 
caliber the greater the “sectional density.” Keeping in 
mind that “sectional density” is the ratio of area of cross 
section to projectile weight, it will be seen that it is not 
merely the advantage due to double weight of projectile 
that is to be reckoned with in comparing the efficiency 
of the twelve-inch and sixteen-inch calibers, not simply a 
striking energy of a double figure for the larger caliber, 
but a greater ability of that projectile to maintain its 
velocity throughout its flight. This brings about a con- 
dition of marked flatness of trajectory, a quality which 
tests have shown to be specially pronounced in the sixteen- 
inch gun—so pronounced, in fact, that a projectile fired 
from that piece would carry almost in a straight line for 
a distance of four miles or more. ‘There is perhaps no 
more common error than that of comparing the accuracy 
of different arms and calibers by the mere grouping or 
clustering of shots on a target after practice shots have 
been fired to determine the range and establish the eleva- 
tion for the range. This practice entirely ignores the 
character of trajectory, which is one of the prime factors 
in the whole problem. 

The correct solution of this problem of gun calibers in 
relation to trajectories and projectile velocities is of vital 
importance to seacoast defense. We have no doubt 
it will be correctly solved in due season. Meanwhile, 
in view of the increased erosion of rifle chambers in large 
guns, due to the use of smokeless powder, it seems per- 
fectly clear that ordnance construction should not be 
beund hard and fast to the twelve-inch type as the maxi- 
mum caliber. Great strides in gun-making have been 
made since the days of Bomford and Rodman, yet the 
fact remains that Rodman enunciated every principle 
relating to the gun and its powder that is embodied in 
our present ordnance construction. When we get back 
to first principles and proceed upon the proposition that 
armor-clad ships may be destroyed not only by projectile 
penetration of their armor, but also by the impact of 
heavy masses caused by shells striking their sides, we 
shall merely have exemplified a lesson which Rodman 
taught. 
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It is sincerely to be hoped that the present session of 
Congress may witness some practical action looking to the 
development of our naval and military defenses in the 
Hawaiian Islands. One project which is specially ur- 
gent is the dredging of Pearl Harbor, which, in the nature 
of things, is destined to become one of our most impor- 
tant naval bases in the Pacifie Ocean. The required im- 
provement of Pearl Harbor has already been too long neg- 
lected, and should receive immediate attention if we are 
to retain our naval prestige in the Pacific aand gain our 
proper proportion of the growing commerce of those wa- 
ters. Lying midway between our Western seaboard and 
the Philippines, Hawaii oceupies a position of extraor- 
dinary importance to naval and commercial interests in 
the Pacific. Properly fortified and provided with a na- 
val base capable of affording shelter, repairs and supplies 
for our warships, Hawaii would be a powerful factor in 
the whole system of national defense, but if Oahu is 
left undefended it would be a source of weakness rather 
than of strength, offering an attractive invitation to at- 
tack from the enemy’s fleet. Pearl Harbor is peculiarly 
adapted to the needs of a great naval base, and with the 
proposed improvements it will be one of the most impor- 
tant strategic outposts in the Pacific. The first need is to 
dredge the harbor, and that should be done without fur- 





ther delay. 
cost of $400,000 is now approaching completion, and 
when it is tinished the three big dredges in use there will 
be available for similar service at Pearl Harbor, so that 
it will be possible to do the work without having to buy 
a new and costly outfit. Lieut. Comdr. Albert P. Nib- 
lack, U.S.N., in charge of the naval station at Honolulu, 
is deeply interested in the proposed improvement of Pearl 
Harbor, and has labored most zealously to enlist official 
interest in the project. He believes, as do other careful 
students of the situation, that our future, in a naval as 
well as in a commercial sense, is bound to center largely 
in the Pacific, and so believing, he feels, as do all of our 
officers, that enlightened self-interest requires the prompt 
and thorough development of our defenses in Hawaii.

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The court-martial in the case of Midshipman Meri- 
wether has reached as satisfactory a conclusion as could 
reasonably be expected and the decision of the court ap- 
pears to have received public approval, or at least we 
have not observed any disposition to criticise it. There is 
evidently the making of a fine officer in young Meriwether, 
and his friends have the consolation of knowing that his 
experience is not unlike that of men who have won a high 
place in naval annals. But times change and men change 
with them; the problem is to reconcile naval ideas and 
naval traditions with civilian requirements. The impres- 
sion of some appears to be that our Navy and Army 
should be composed of fighting men who must not fight, 
and the Services are subjected to a public opinion found- 
ed in part upon popular misconception and in part upon 
snivelling hypocrisy. A!l men will fight, when it comes 
to defending their own, and it is merely a question of the 
choice of weapons. Military men are less afraid of those 
which involve the risk of bodily injury than are others 
who think that backbiting, misrepresentation and slander 
are legitimate means of defense or offense. At the same 
time it is obvious that any public opinion, whatever it 
may be, that finds expression in law must be respected 
and that no tradition or “custom of the service’? can be 
suffered to override the law. It is unfortunate that just at 
this time the authorities of the Naval Academy should have 
a serious case of hazing to deal with, and their prompt 
action in the matter is to be commended. Our national 
institutions must be governed by the regulations and ‘by 
law and not by class opinion or class decrees of any sort. 
The lesson of subordination must be taught to young 
men in training for the military Services, whatever be the 
cost to them ‘The decision in the case of Meriwether and 
the report of the recent case of hazing at Annapolis will 
be found elsewhere in this number of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL.

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The President, Secretary of War Taft and Secretary 
of State Elihu Root this week held a conference with a 
view to selecting a general officer of the Army to succeed 
Major Gen. John C. Bates as Chief of Staff. It has been 
absolutely decided, and may be officially announced, that 
when General Bates retires some time about June, or pos- 
sibly earlier, as a lieutenant general and Chief of Staff, 
the rank of licutenant general will immediately be con- 
ferred upon Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, who will serve 
as such until his statutory retirement in September. But 
as has already been stated, General Corbin will not be 
made Chief of Staff when General Bates retires. Secre- 
tary Taft has authorized the statement that when General 
Corbin retires next September the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral will be conferred upon Major Gen. Arthur MacAr- 
thur, but it has not been determined to bring General 
MacArthur forward for the position of Chief of Staff. 
His name is under consideration with several others, but 
the Secretary seems inclined to select a younger man 
than General MacArthur. The names of Gen. J. Frank- 
lin Bell, Gen. Frederick D. Grant and Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry are all being considered in this connection, but the 
Secretary is anxious to get an officer who is a major gen- 
eral. In fact, the matter of the selection of an officer to 
be Chief of Staff is still very much in the air. On Dec. 
14, when Secretary Taft gave us this information, he 
stated that Major Gen, Leonard Wood would succeed 
General Corbin in command of the Philippines Division. 
There is at present no thought of bringing General Wood 
to Washington as Chief of Staff. There has been some 
gossip with reference to the selection as Chief of Staff of 
General Weston, who is considered by the President and 
Secretary as a very able and conscientious officer, as he 
undoubtedly is. We hope to be able to give some definite 
information on this subject in another week.

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It is the opinion of the Inspector General of the Army 
that gardens at Army posts are not as well cultivated as 
they should be, and that if greater attention were given 
to them the mess would be made much more attractive. 
He points out in his annual report that the contemplated 
early departure of troops for another station, which is 
sometimes given as the reason for planting only a small 
garden, should not deter the post commander from caus- 
ing the cultivation of a garden of sufficient size to pro- 
duce vegetables for the incoming garrison, where practic- 
able, The expense of laying out, preparing, and cultivat- 
ing a post garden and supplying seeds, roots, and plants 
for same, is a proper charge against the post exchange 
funds. Department commanders, who are required by Par. 
349, A.It., to give such instructions as may be necessary 
to carry the regulations relative to gardens into effect, are 
able to accomplish much good by the proper use of this 
excellent means for improving the variety of the soldiers’ 
food.

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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


Judge Advocate General Davis has said this week: in 
an opinion that he can see no reason why a man who 
served in the auxiliary Navy during the war with Spain 
is not eligible to appointment under the Act of Feb. 2, 
1901, as a second or first lieutenant in the Philippine 
Scouts. As to whether offenses are not more serious 


when committed by a patient in a hospital than by a sol- 
dier in the field. in time of peace, he says in ‘part: 
“To consider a man absent from the hospital as de- 
serving greater punishment than a man absent from his 
camp or quarters where he may be needed at any moment 
for military work is not, in my opinion, a tenable propo- 
sition. A soldier is of value in direct ratio to his good 
health and any act of a soldier which tends to prolong his 
incapacity through sickness while in the military service 
is an offense which undoubtedly merits punishment. So 
also it is clear that a soldier who, by his conduct, imper- 
ils the health of other soldiers, or even of civilians by car- 
rying possible contagion among them, deserves punish- 
ment. On these principles, therefore, a soldier who ab- 
sents himself from the hospital to the detriment of his 
cure, or who, having 2 contagious disease, leaves the hos- 
pital and mingles with persons who may be infected there- 
by, commits an offense not contemplated in the 32d Ar- 
ticle of War. 

“It is believed that to bring such offenders to trial 
without reference to the 32d Article of War, an order 
might issue from the officer in command enjoining pa- 
tients from leaving the hospital. This might .be either 
addressed to individuals, or couched in general language, 
to all patients. After the publication of such an order, 
which should preferably contain words indicating that 
the prohibition is based on the necessities of hospital 
treatment, or the avoidance of contagion, or of some sim- 
ilar import, an act of disobedience on the part of a pa- 
tient would, of course, subject him to trial on grounds 
other than those mentioned in the 32d Article of War, un- 
der which, however, he might also be charged. 

“It would seem that the use of liquor by patients in a 
hospital or the furnishing of liquor, by one in the Mili- 
tary Service, to a patient, might well be made the basis 
of distinct charges under the 62d Article of War.” 

General Davis was this week called on to give an opin- 
ion as to the meaning of the word “confined” in Para- 
graph 937 of the Army Regulations, with a view to deter- 
mining whether a distinction should be made between 
the arrest of an enlisted man in quarters and his confine- 
ment in the guard house. General Davis was also asked 
for information as to the right of a commissioned officer 
to delegate to a non-commissioned officer authority to ar- 
rest or confine a soldier. In this connection General Da- 
vis says in part: “The custom of service for nearly a 
century has recognized the right of a company or detach- 
ment commander to authorize a non-commissioned officer 
to confine an enlisted man, where it is impossible to ob- 
tain the prior order of the company commander, or other 
proper superior, provided the case is immediately reported 
to the proper commander, who confirms the act of the 
non-commissioned officer and adopts it as his own. The 
practice of placing enlisted men, other than non-commis- 
sioned officers, in arrest is a new one which has been au- 
thorized by the War Department, and I can see no objec- 
tion to the legality or propriety of such a delegation of 
authority to a non-commissioned officer as will enable him 
to place a private under arrest under cire tances sim- 
ilar to those which would warrant his being placed in con- 
finement. The arrest, like a corresponding case of con- 
finement, should be, and in practice is, immediately re- 
ported to the proper commander. The status of arrest 
is a less serious one than that of confinement, but the cir- 
cumstances attending it are precisely the same, and if it 
is essential to discipline and to the orderly administration 
of a company that non-commissioned officers should have 
authority to confine an enlisted man, they should, in a 
proper case, and under an express delegation of power to 
that end, have a similar authority to place him in arrest, 
reporting the action taken to the proper military su- 
perior.”’ 
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DECISIONS ON ARMY MATTERS. 

The First Division, General Staff, has made a recom- 
mendation that proposed amendments to staff manuals 
hereafter be submitted to the Secretary of War through 
the Chief of Staff, and that approved amendments to the 
manuals be published in War Department General Or- 
ders. It was also recommended by the First Division and 
approved by the Acting Chief of Staff that when circu- 
lars are issued by Chiefs of Bureaus of the War Depart- 
ment with reference to a subject in any way connected 
with the administrative control of a division, department, 
or post commander, a copy of the circular immediately 
be sent to such commander for file and reference. Also that 
A.R. 1388 be amended so as to direct the sending of the 
list of names of depositors to the Paymaster General, 
through the paymaster with whom the deposit is made. 
The recommendation has received the approval of the 
Secretary of War. : 

On request of Gen. C. C. C. Carr, the First Division 
of the General Staff this week gave an interpretation of 
General Orders 191, current series, regarding the proper 
distribution of papers of the various staff departments for 
action and record therein at a military headquarters. 

The First Division of the General Staff recommended 
this week, and the Acting Chief of Staff approved the 
recommendation, that no post record books be supplied 
for the special use, on the Army transports, of the com- 
manding officer of troops on board. Also that a provision 
be inserted in the next Army Appropriation bill providing 
that all persons admitted to treatment in the United 
States General Hospital at Fort Bayard, New Mexico, 
shall, while patients there, be subject to the rules and ar- 
ticles for the government of the armies of the United 
States. 

It is recommended that steps be taken to ascer- 
tain if any complete or partial private telephone service 
has been installed at any military posts without a re- 
vocable license approved by the Secretary of War; and 
that in case private service has been so installed, im- 
mediate steps be taken to comply with General Orders 
175, current series. 

An amendment of Army Regulation 119 so as to au- 
thorize the payment of a reward for the apprehension and 
delivery of a deserter from the Army, to any civil officer 
or civilian, has been approved by the Acting Chief of 
Staff. ; 

oo Gen. John C. Bates, Acting Chief of Staff, this 
week approved a recommendation of the First Division of 
the General Staff on the subject of field allowance of es- 
cort wagons, tentage and personal baggage. It was rec- 





ommended that to complete the subject of baggage allow- 
ance of officers in the field, a paragraph be added to a 
General Order now in print, giving the field allowance of 


escort wagons, tentage and personal baggage. It was also 
recommended that Army Regulation 1142 be amended in 
order to harmonize the regulation with the proposed new 
general order on this subject. 


* BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 
In his annual report Rear Admiral Washington L. 
Capps, Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
sets forth the immediate and urgent needs of the Bureau 
at the various navy yards and stations. Until the docks 
now in progress are completed the work of the Bureau 
will necessarily be performed at a disadvantage. A 


drydock, and one of the largest size, is needed at Pensa- 
cola, and a dock at Puget Sound. Improvements on the 
piers and water fronts of yards are needed. 

Work on the Connecticut has been delayed for want 
of armor, and she and the Louisiana will be completed 
at about the same time. The work at the navy yard 





_ will probably be found more expensive on account of the 


restrictions of the eight-hour law: The cost of the 
Cumberland and Intrepid will be increased by the delay 
resulting from insufficient appropriations. Authority to 
build the colliers Vestal and Prometheus, should be 
granted, or the appropriation for them increased to 
$1,550,000 for each. 

It is recommended that for each navy yard a general 
plan of development of the yard as a whole should be 
prepared, as soon as practicable, by a board, such plans, 
when finally approved, to be subject only to such minor 
changes as may be necessary in view of new conditions. 
This plan has already been adopted at the New York 
yard. The yard at Puget Sound is now in a condition 
to perform all classes of work, though this yard is at a 
disadvantages owing to its isolation from centers of supply 
and labor. Plans for a more speedy communication with 
them should be provided. An additional drydock should 
be built there. This station furnishes an excellent 
ground for the trial of submarines, and those on the 
Pacific coast should be sent there to be tested. Mare 
Island lacks docking facilities, and battleships cannot 
come up to the yard until the work of dredging is com- 
pieted. 

During the past year the Bureaus of Navigation and 
Construction and Repair have co-operated in arrange- 
ments for undertaking repairs to the fleet, which will 
materially modify and, it is hoped, ultimately eliminate 
the alternating periods of congestion and lack of work 
which have in the past operated so seriously to the dis- 
advantage of navy yards. 

The limitations of the Cavite yard have delayed work 
on the Helena and Wilmington (as well as the Monterey), 
and it is regretted that the recommendation to order 
them home for repairs was not carried out. The Bureau 
emphatically disapproves of making repairs in private 
yards on the Asiatic Station, as they are very expensive 
and not always satisfactory. The experience gained on 
the long transoceanic cruise of vessels ordered home for 
repairs would be valuable. 

Though greatly embarrassed for lack of officers, the 
Sureau does not deem it necessary at this time to recom- 
mend any increase in the personnel of the Construction 
Corps, since the limit in numbers already provided by 
Congress will not be reached for the next three years. It 
is more than probable, however, that while an increase 
is not necessary in the immediate future, it will be im- 
perative within the next few years. 

More pay is needed for the corps, and an increase in 
the rank of captain and commander. This would not 
affect the pay, would adjust the rank of such officers 
to correspond with the present total aumber of the 
corps, and is most desirable in order that heads of de- 
partments at navy yards and superintending naval con- 
structors at private shipyards should have rank com- 
mensurate with the duties they perform. 

Excellent work has been done at the model basin. Ex- 
periments in ventilation have resulted in securing a fan 
fifty per cent. more efficient than the present one. Ninety- 
four vessels have been surveyed, and repairs on them 
authorized, some of them two or three times. 

The additions to the effective force of the Navy by 
the completion of vessels building consist of the battle- 
ship Ohio, the armored cruisers Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Colorado and Maryland, the protected cruisers 
Chattanooga and Galveston, the gunboat Dubuque, the 
wooden training vessel Boxer, and the _ torpedoboats 
Blakely, Nicholson and Stringham. Twelve battleships, 
six. armored cruisers, three scout cruisers, one gunboat, 
two torpedoboats and four submarine torpedoboats are 
building under contract, and one battleship, two training- 
ships and two colliers at navy yards. A description is 
given of the new vessels authorized, and a statement of 
the progress of the work upon them, all of which has 
been reported here. A summary is given of the reports 
from the several navy yards and stations. A list of 
vessels of the U.S. Navy, with their description in de- 
tail, closes this valuable report of this efficient chief of 
bureau. 
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BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


The annual report of Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endi- 
cott, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
shows that during the year $7,152,236.88 has been spent 
on improvements under specific appropriations, and 
$1.567,904.26. on maintenance. and repair. Many im- 
provements and extensions were practically completed; 
six other docks are under way. The Charleston dock is 
seventy per cent..completed; the League Island, eighty 
five per cent. The work of consolidating power plants 
is well under way. Work is progressing at Guantanamo 
and Olongapo. At Pearl Harbor no work has been done. 
Lack of officers in the Engineer Corps and of draughts- 
men still causes embarrassment. <A detailed account is 
given of operations and expenditures at the various yards 
and stations. At Cavite, P.I., $561,094.82 was expended: 
at Guam, $52,516.08; at Guantanamo, $127,753.60; at 
Hawaii, $10,384.40; at Olongapo, P.I., $57,063.54. 

The estimate for improvements during the coming 
year is $8,969,670.00, and for other work $1,025,527.93. 
Estimates are submitted for beginning docks at Boston, 
Pensacola and Puget Sound, and for improvement in 
coal storage facilities at several ports. A dockyard is 
wanted at San Diego, Pacific coast, and more money for 
maintenance. The estimates call for the sums as named: 
At Boston, including $150,000 for drydock, $625,050; 
Cavite, $25,000; Charleston, S.C., $765,200 ($300,000 
for drydock); Culebra, $14,000; Guam, $59,750; Guan- 
tanamo, $814,770 ($200,000 for drydock); Key West, 
$200,000; League Island, $567,000; Mare Island, $328,- 
400; New Orleans, $270,500; New York, $380,300; Nor- 
folk, $782,500, including $450,000 to complete drydock; 
Newport, R.I., Government landing, $10,000; Olongapo, 
P.L., $1,000,000; Pensacola, $537,000 ($100,000 for dry- 





dock); Portsmouth, N.H., $769,900; Puget Sound, $513,- 
500 ($100,000 for drydock); San Juan, P.R., $45,000; 
Naval Station, Tutuila, $3,600; navy yard, Washing- 
ton, D.C., $605,000. 

An estimate is submitted to provide for the commence- 
ment of the construction of a steel floating dock capable 
of taking up an injured vessel drawing thirty-seven feet 
of water, which draft cannot now be accommodated 
by any drydock in the United. States. Such a dock 
would afford a very valuable- auxiliary to the naval 
establishment on the eastern coast, if located in the 
Chesapeake Bay, where water of suitable depth is avail- 
able at a convenient point. , 

It is again recommended that the commutation of 
quarters be. allowed civil engineers, and that the techni- 
cal shore-duty corps, including the civil engineer corps, re- 
ceive the pay and allowances established by law for naval 
constructors. Such an enactment would be in the direc- 
tion of equalizing the pay of officers and remove a serious 
discrimination which has long existed. In the absence 
of such enactment and the establishing of a general pay 
table for all corps of the Navy based upon rank, there 
should be such a revision of the rank in this corps «as 
would result in compensation adequate to the character 
of the service exacted, and make such compensation 
sufficient to attract the best talent among young men in 
civil life. In the examinations held in August, 1904, and 
January, 1905, to fill vacancies in the assistant civil 
engineer’s grade, no candidate succeeded in making tiie 
required percentage for appointment. Young engineers 
are too much in demand to be tempted by Government 
pay. 
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LAUNCH OF THE U.S.S. IDAHO. 


From the big shipyards of William Cramp and Sous 
at Philadelphia, Pa., tke 13,000 ton battleship Idaho wis 
successfully launched at noon on Dec. 9 amid the usual 
accompaniment of steam whistles and the cheers of theu- 
sands of spectators. The vessel was deftly christened }y 
Miss Louise May Gooding, the thirteen-year-old daughter 
of Governor Frank R. Gooding, of Idaho, with a bottle 
of wine. 

No hitch of any kind marred the launching. A short 
time before the christening Mr, Edwin S. Cramp handed 
the little sponsor a big cluster of American beauty roses. 
There was quite a party with the Idaho delegation, in- 
cluding Senators and State officials. ; 

Among the officers of the Navy present were: Rear 
Admiral M. T. Endicott, Rear Admiral George W. Mel- 
ville, Paymr. Samuel MeGowan, Pay Inspr. L. C. Kerr, 
Comdr. I, S. K. Reeves, Comdr. Alfred B. Canaga, Lieut. 
Comdr. B. C. Bryan, Rear Admiral J. A. B. Smith and 
Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Gilmer. There was also Captain 
Ryan, of the British navy; Captain Maude, of the British 
army, and Comdr. Alexandre Boutakoff, of the Russian 
navy, and Majer Cassius E. Gillette, U.S.A. 

An elaborate luncheon was served to the special guests 
in the mould loft, where Governor Gooding and others 
made appropriate speeches. 

The Idaho is a battleship of the first class, with dimen- 
tions as follows: Length on water line, 375 feet; length 
over all, 382 feet; extreme beam, 77 feet; trial displace- 
ment on a draft of 24.8, 13,000 tons. Her motive power 
will be furnished by twin screw triple expansion engines 
of a collective indicated horsepower of 10,000, steam be- 
ing supplied to the cylinders by eight water-tube boilers 
set in four water-tight compartments. Her contract cails 
for a speed of seventeen knots. She will have one mili- 
tary mast and two funnels and her estimated bunker ¢a- 
pacity is 1,750 tons. The main battery of the Idaho con- 
sists of four 12-inch breech-loading rifles, mounted in two 
turrets; eight 8-inch breech-loading rifles, mounted in 
four turrets; eight 7-inch breechloaders, placed behind 
casement armor, and two 21-inch submerged torpedo tubes. 
Secondary battery—’T'welve 3-inch, six 6-pounders, two 
1-pounder automatics, two 1-pounder rapid-fire guns; two 
»-inch field pieces, two machine and six automatic guns. 

The main belt side armor will be a strip nine feet three 
inches in width, running the entire length, nine inches in 
thickness amidship, gradually tapering to a thickness of 
four inches fore and aft. The upper and lower casemate 
armor amidship, over the main belt will be seven inches 
in thickness, while the bulkhead terminals in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the 12-inch turret barbettes will have an 
armor of the same thickness. The mechanism of the 12- 
inch turrets will be protected with armor ranging from 
10 to 7 1-2 inches in thickness, the armor for the turrets 
themselves graduating from 12 to 8 inches. The armor 
for the 8-inch turrets will range from 6 1-2 to 6 inches 
and that for the barbettes from 6 to 4 inches. Ample 
quarters will be provided for the crew of 750 officers and 
men. She will be fitted up with every modern conve- 
nience for their comfort, special attention being given to 
sanitation, ete. 

The Idaho, while not so large as some other battleships. 
nevertheless, represents a type of the most powerful and 
up-to-date ship of war. She is a conspicuous illustration 
of the important factor electricity has become in the op- 
eration of a modern warship. Except for windlass and 
steering gear, practically all her other auxiliary machin- 
ery will be run by electricity. Electricity, too, furnishes 
illumination for the vessel at night; there will be pow- 
erful electric searchlights and to her two auxiliary masts 
will be fitted apparatus for wireless telegraphy. Tn fact. 
she is to be equipped with every comfort and convenience 
known to modern naval construction. 
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ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF THE WASP. 


The U.S.S. Wasp, a converted yacht 180 feet long with 
a displacement of 630 tons, which sailed from Newport, 
R.I., Dee. 9, to aid a brig reported in distress, had all 
she could do to save herself and escaped a visit to “Davy 
Jones” by the narrowest margin, due to the skill with 
which she was handled. 

She left Newport in command of Chief Btsn. Hugh 
Sweeney, for Martha’s Vineyard, and after she got outside 
she met a hard blow and a nasty sea. She was only u1t- 
der one boiler, it is said, the other being out of repair, but 
in the emergency she took a chance. Off No Man’s L:nd 
the weather got worse and the Wasp pitched and wal- 
lowed at an alarming rate, in big seas and a wind esti 
mated at sixty miles an hour, and it was decided to heave 
to. To make matters worse, she began to leak fast, and 
the bridge pumps, it is reported, refused to work, and to 
save the vessel from foundering the men had to form 
bucket lines and bailed her steadily for some thirty hors. 
At five o’clock Sunday morning, after four hours of bail- 
ing, the water had risen three feet in all compartments 
of the vessel. The fires went out, and the dynamos failed. 

Hospital Steward Henry White at this time was throwl 
against a stanchion by the violent lurching of the vessel. 
He had a rib broken, but he heroically worked jn the 
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pucket line. Bailing was conducted systematically. First, 
the water in the fire room was reduced and at eleven 
o'clock Sunday morning, after ten hours of bailing, the 
fires were relighted and the men warmed up. From the 
fire room the men shifted to the engine room and at four 
o'clock Sunday afternoon the engines were started, but on 
account of the water still in the fire room the engines lost 
so much steam that they were of little use. 

While the men bailed the gale continued, and the Wasp 
shipped seas that did considerable damage. It was not 
till Monday, Dec. 11, that the storm abated, and under 
fore and aft sails and with her engines doing very little to 
help, the Wasp made Newport at about two knots an 
hour,

WAR EXPERIENCES OF A NAVY OFFICER. 


William KE. Curtis, in an article in the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald, tells the story of the experiences of Lieut. 
Newton A. McCully, U.S.N., at Port Arthur and else- 
where. In this account Lieutenant McCully says, among 
other things: 

“Upon arriving at Port Arthur, I was assigned quar- 
ters in a Chinese house near the navy yard, with two 
Germans—Captain Hopman and Lieutenant Von Gilgen- 
heim—and the French observer, Viscount Cuverville. 1 
had a good room, and we took our meals at the naval club. 
There were no Americans or English in Port Arthur at 
the time. Hector Fuller, a newspaper correspondent, 
caine in while I was there, but I did not see him or know 
ansthing about him until after he had been sent away. 
I remained in Port Arthur from May 8 to Aug. 14. We 
were reasonably comfortable and had nothing to complain 
of. Everybody was very polite to us and there was plenty 
of tinned goods to eat and plenty of tea -to drink, 
ur very little fresh meat or vegetables. We were 
allowed to go around the hills and up and down the 
beach, and could see a good deal. I visited all the 
ships in the harbor, but they would not let me go out 
wit!) them when they went to meet the Japanese fleet. I did 
no! expect they would, because it is not customary to 
pe: mit foreigners to accompany ships of war into action. 
The torpedo fights were the most interesting. They oc- 
curred nearly every night. The Japanese torpedo flotillas 
would come in for an attack, the land batteries would 
open up on them and the Russian guard boats would en- 
gave them and chase them away. It was like a theatrical 
pe:iformance. The Russian officers were friendly and 
talxed freely, but would not give us any official data. 
They gave us every opportunity, however, to see their 
methods of laying mines and taking them up, and the 
effect of the mines upon the enemy. I saw half a dozen 
of ‘hese duels, but comparatively little damage was done 
by vither side. More was done by the mines than by the 
artillery. In one of the battles the Japanese cruiser Chi- 
youa struck a mine and was towed off badly injured. Only 
about twenty people were killed in the city while I was 
there. The firing became monotonous after awhile, and, 
as ihe Japanese closed in around the town we were for- 
bidden to go anywhere or see anything, and our useful- 
ness was practically ended.” 

“Junks were going back and forth all the time,” ex- 
plained Lieut. McCully, “between Port Arthur and the 
Chinese coast, The Russians encouraged them, for they 
brought in vegetables, meats and newspapers. They were 
common, every-day junks, such as you see all along the 
Chinese coast and on the rivers of the interior, and were 
well handled. They were not comfortable for passengers, 
but people who wanted to get out of Port Arthur were 
glad to take any kind of a boat to accomplish it. We 
had a comfortable passage, and crossed to Shan-hai-kwan 
in about forty hours. I paid the captain $100 to take me 
over. We had a little excitement on the voyage, caused 
by two suspicious-looking junks which we had run afoul 
of and which had fired on us. They were evidently pi- 
rates, but our captain knew his business and his men 
were good sailors, and we escaped in the dark. 

“From Shan-hai-kwan I started for Peking, and from 
there made my way to Vladivostok via Mukden, partly 
by cart and partly by railroad. I had a Russian officer 
for a traveling companion, and we got through without 
any trouble. 

“I was at Vladivostok altogether about six months, but 

most of that time was going back and forth between the 
city and the Russian army. The railroad was open to 
Mukden and it was easy to run down by train. The Rus- 
sian authorities allowed us to come and go wherever and 
Whenever we pleased, and gave us every opportunity to 
see what was going on. I was in Mukden during the 
great battle there, but did not see much of it. It was im- 
possible to do so. The line of battle was eighty miles 
lois; the country around Mukden is a dead level; the 
soii is very dry and between the dust and the smoke we 
could scarcely see farther than across the street except at 
rare intervals. Under such circumstances it was not easy 
to observe the action of the troops, but I saw plenty of 
Ja} — eleven-inch shells dropping into the Russian 
trenches, 
_. There were a number of foreign attachés there—Brit- 
ish, Swedish, Danish and Argentine—and we went around 
together. We remained at Mukden until the end of the 
figiting, and then started for home by way of the Amur 
River and across Mongolia to Peking. Then we went down 
to Shanghai and took a steamer via the Suez Canal to 
Geioa, From there I went to St. Petersburg via Vienna, 
paid my respects to the minister of marine on Sept. 22, 
an’ returned home via Norway and Sweden.”

ROBERT WHITEHEAD AND HIS TORPEDO. 

{i its obituary notice of the late Robert Whitehead, 
The London Engineer says: “Parado: ‘cal as it may ap- 
peas, when talking of such a devastating appliance as a 
torpedo, Mr. Whitehead is reported to have considered 
its a means for ensuring peace rather than a bringer 
about of war. His idea, no doubt, was that the fearful 
effets of the torpedo, when once realized, would be a 
sufhcient deterrent to peoples or nations contemplating 
war. Apparently he has been too ill during the last year 
to ve informed of the fearsome work wrought by the 
tor;edo in the Russo-Japanese war. The fact that both 
Nations were armed with the same weapon did not pre- 
ven’ the breaking out of war, but, on the contrary, called 
for’; deeds of heroism on both sides. When it comes to 
be considered, it will be seen that the self-propelling tor- 
ped. has entailed very great changes in naval construc- 
tion. Without it we should not have the numerous tor- 
ped boats and torpedoboat destroyers which form such a 
fea ire in the navies of the world. Without it the sub- 
Marine would have no raison d’ctre, and net equipment 
Would be unnecessary. It is safe to state that it has 
Provably had more influence than any one other thing 
on nodern naval tactics. ; 

‘The first Whitehead torpedo made in 1866 was lost, 





and two years later, in 1868, a second torpedo capable of 
being launched and of making its way unaided towards 
the object of attack had been constructed. The same 
year it was adopted by the Austrian government, but it 
was not till 1871 that Great Britain, after a number of 
trials which were carried out at Sheerness, decided to 
purchase the right to employ it. It could then-travel at 
the rate of eight knots for a distance of about 600 yards. 
Now-a-days the radius of action is up to 4,000 yards or 
over, and the maximum speed has been increased to 36 
knots. The weight of explosive carried in the 1868 tor- 
pedo was perhaps thirty pounds. Now-a-days it is about 
200 pounds. Mr. Whitehead and his firm are largely re- 
sponsible for all the improvements which have been intro- 
duced, but one of the most important of these is due to 
Mr. L. Obry, of Trieste. Indeed, it may be said that 
without it the present-day torpedo would have been im- 
possible. We refer to the gyroscopic steering apparatus. 
Even as late as 1898 the range of comparatively certain 
steerage was not above 800 yards. The fastest speed was 
29 knots. With the advent of the gyroscopic steering ap- 
paratus the radius was immediately raised, and it is now 
some five times what it was but seven years ago. It has 
likewise been safe to increase the speed. 

“The Japanese have from their earliest determination 
to be possessed of a navy been great believers in the effi- 
cacy of torpedo craft. The dimensions of some of the 
torpedoes they carried will come somewhat in the nature 
of a revelation to the uninitiated. They were 21 feet 4 
inches long and 17.7 inches in diameter. They weighed 
no less than 1,968 pounds, and carried a charge of 198 
pounds of guncotton, Their propelling machinery was 
worked by air under a pressure of 2,250 pounds on the 
square inch. They could travel for 2,187 yards at an av- 
erage speed of 28 knots, and for 1,094 yards at an aver- 
age speed of 31 knots. It can be well understood what 
fearful possibilities attach to such an engine of war— 
and a very large part of the credit for its invention was 
due to the late Mr, Whitehead.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Bureau of Navigation is endeavoring to distribute 
as rapidly as possible the remaining medals it. has on 
hand, bestowed by Congress on men of the Navy who 
participated in naval engagements in the waters of the 
West Indies during the war with Spain. It is announced 
that men who served on naval vessels which took part in 
the engagements of Cienfuegos, Cardenas, Santiago, 
Guantanamo, Manzanillo and Nipe Bay, who have not 
received their medals, may procure them by applying to 
the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The transport Zafiro, now at the Puget Sound: naval 
station, which is to be offered for sale, has a displacement 
of 1,200 tons, and a sea speed of about fifteen knots per 
hour, She has a steel hull, is schooner rigged, was built 
in Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1884, by Hall, Russell & Co. 
She is 213 feet long, has a beam of 31.75 feet and a draft 
of water of 14.5 feet. This vessel was bought by the 
Navy Department in 1898 and cost $80,000. A recent 
survey of the Zafiro showed that it would cost more to 
put her in serviceable condition than her value warranted. 

The authorities of Pembroke dockyard find that a 
mixture of margarine with tallow is better for launching 
purposes than tallow alone, as this does not always ad- 
here and cracks under certain temperature. 


The Navy Department is in receipt of a cable from the 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Station announcing 
the arrival of the Baltimore at Woosung, the small town 
at Woosung Bar below Shanghai, China. The Woosung 
Bar is some twelve miles below the city and: prevents all 
ships drawing more than twenty-three feet of water from 
going up to Shanghai. 

The old wooden cruiser Nipsic, sole American survivor 
of the terrible Samoan hurricane of March 15-16, 1889, 
and for several years past stationed at the Puget Sound 
naval station, is being transformed jnto a prison ship for 
that station, and will soon be occupied in that service. 
The Nipsic is one of the noted ships of the old Navy, hav- 
ing, after her wreck at Samoa, been navigated from: that 
point to the Hawaiian Islands minus rudder, minus fore- 
foot, with her propeller twisted and -bent out of all sem- 








blance of a propeller, and after her repair at Honolulu 
was kept in commission until October, 1890. The Nipsic 
was built at the Washington Navy Yard in the same ship- 
house where were laid down the frames of the old Min- 
nesota. Her machinery, designed at the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, was one of the most interesting of the Goy- 
ernment exhibits at the Centennial Exhibition at. Phila- 
delphia. The hull was constructed of the best white oak 
timber and is probably as sound to-day as when the ship 
was first launched. The Nipsic’s displacement is 1,375 
tons. 


The football team from the U.S.S. Florida played a 
team from the Army stationed at Fort Caswell, N.C., on 
Dec. 9 and the score stood at the close of the game 10 to 
0 in favor of the “tars.” The commissioned officers of the 
Florida were entertained at the Cape Fear Club by Lieut. 
H. M. Chase, of the North Carolina Naval Militia. Mr. 
Pembroke Jones also entertained them at his summer 
residence, Airlie, on the Sound at Wilmington. 


The Navy Department is experiencing considerable: dif- 
ficulty in getting coal. The trouble is not that ¢oal can- 
not be purchased, but that the railroad. companies have 
not the cars to move it to coaling stations on the Atlantic 
coast. ‘The seriousness of the situation is in no better 
way shown than by the fact that this week the Depart- 
ment was forced to send the collier Caesar, one of the ves- 
sels which will participate in towing the drydock Dewey 
to the Philippines, all the way from Norfolk to Newport 
to get coal. As soon as the Caesar had taken on as much 
fuel as possible she proceeded straight back to Norfolk, 
and thence to Solomon’s Island, where the drydock is. 
The coal itself was taken to Newport from Norfolk some 
time before. All this maneuvering to get fuel for the Cae- 
sar doubled the price of coal which will be used on the 
trip to the Philippines. Railroad tie-ups at Baltimore, 
Newport News and Lambert’s Point have been the causes 
for the present embarrassing situation. There was only 
coal enough at Norfolk to supply the Brutus. The Gla- 
——" at New York and then proceeded to the Chesa-

The Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department 
has concluded a contract with Snare and Triest, of New 
York, for the construction of a coaling wharf at Cali- 
fornia City Point, in San Francisco harbor, the docu- 
ments being signed this week. The total cost of the wharf 
will be $175,000, according to the contract, and work will 
begin about the first of next month. The structure must 
be completed within eighteen months. It will be four 
hundred feet long and fifty feet wide, and the first struc- 
ture of what is intended to be the principal coaling sta- 
tion on the Pacific coast. 

Examinations to fill twelve vacancies for assistant pay- 
masters of the Navy will be held at the Washington Navy 
Yard on Jan. 9. There were several hundred applications 
for the position, but only half a hundred have been or- 
dered to Washington actually to enter into the compe- 
tition. 

By a fire in the shipbuilding yard of the arsenal in the 
Island of La Carracca, in the Gulf of Cadiz, on Dec. 10, 
the shipyard was completely burned out as well as two 
first-class torpedo destroyers, the Ariete anfl the Rayo, 
built in 1886. 

A case of smallpox was reported on the U.S.S. Sylph 
at Washington, D.C., Dec. 9, and the vessel was prac- 
tically quarantined and the crew put under close observa- 
tion by the health authorities. The man who had the 
smallpox wag:@ colored sailor. 


In response to a wireless telegram from lightship No. 
58 at Nantucket Shoals, Dee. 10, that she was helpless in 
distress, and needed help at once, Rear Admiral C. M. 
Thomas, commanding the training station at Newport, 
R.J., gave orders for the gunboat Hist to be sent at once 
to the assistance of the vessel. She got up steam and was 
about to proceed when her steering gear broke. Before 
repairs had been made word was received from Boston 
that lighthouse tender Azalea had been ordered to proceed 
from New Bedford to the relief of the lightship. The 
Hist also got away later. The Azalea found the light- 
ship in a heavy sea in a sinking condition, having made so 
much water that her fires were put out, and despite re- 
lays at the hand pumps and bailing by buckets, the water 
gained rapidly. The Azalea, on account of the heavy 
seas, had to lie near the lightship for six hours before 
she could be. taken in tow, en route for New Bedford. 
After eighteen miles had been covered, Captain Jorgen- 
son hoisted distress signals on the lightship and the tow- 
ing stopped. The Azalea ’ran back toward the sinking 
vessel, while the crew of the lightship pushed the lifeboat 
over the side and embarked in it. Ten minutes later 
lightship No. 58, which had withstood some of the most 
fearful storms that ever swept the Atlantic, sank beneath 
the waves. The gunboat Hist, which was in command of 
Chief Btsn. C. J. Cooper, returned to Newport Dee. 12, 
after a tempestuous cruise. 

A Chilian trainingship, the General Baquedano, which 
arrived at Gravesend on a short visit, took the wrong 
course and went up the Medway to Sheerness instead of 
continuing up the Thames, and arriving off Chatham 
dockyard fired a salute, somewhat to the surprise of the 
port authorities. 


The U.S.S. Glacier, which is one of the vessels to tow 
the drydock Dewey to the Philippines via the Suez Canal, 
left the navy yard, New York, Dec. 13, for Solomon’s 
Island, Md. She is officered as follows: Comdr. H. H. 
Hosley, Lieut. Comdr. F, M. Bennett, Lieut. Y7ibert 
Smith, Surg. Robert E. Leadbetter, Asst. Paymr. B. M. 
Dobson, Chief Boatswains J. Dowling and E. M. Isaac, 
and Boatswains Perey Herbert, A. Smith, W. A. Thomp- 
son and Frank Miller and Paymaster’s Clerk J. Rauch. 
The trip to the Philippines will, it is estimated, take 
about five months. 


The U.S. tug Potomac came out of drydock at Newport, 
R.1., Dee. 12, and at once began coaling for her trip to 
Solomon’s Island, where she will join the Dewey. The 
Potomac has been chosen to serve as tender to the ves- 
sels which are to tow the drydock to the Philippines. 


The Ohio commission to secure a silver service for the 
U.S.S. Ohio has received two letters, one from Rear Ad- 
miral B. H. Mevalla, U.S.N., commandant of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, San Francisco, saying that the silver 
service has been received by him and will be reshipped to 
the Ohio at Cavite, P.I., by the transport Lawton, to sail 
Dec. 16. The other from H. T. Scott, president of the 
Union Iron Works Company, that built the Ohio, saying 
that the service consists of twenty-three pieces, the most 
he had ever seen presented to a naval vessel. 


The U.S.S. Supply, stationship at Guam, arrived at San 
Francisco, Cal., Dec. 9, with Comdr. G. L. Dyer, U.S.N., 
former governor of Guam, on board. The vessel will be 
repaired at Mare Island, and there await the arrival of 
Commander Dyer’s successor, Comdr. Templin M. Potts, 
U-S.N., from Washington. Upon his arrival the Supply, 
under his command, will return to Guam and remain 
there indefinitely,

G.O. 98, Dec. 18, 1905, Treasury Department, Division 
of Revenue Cutter Service, relates to losses in table 
linen, bedclothes, towels, etc., supplied to vessels for the 
use of commissioned officers, cadets, and warrant officers, 
occurring through the laundering of these articles, or 
through negligence, and directs that such losses should 
be made good by the officers responsible. The Depart- 
ment will renew table linen, bedclothes, etc., when such 
articles are worn out and condemned by a board of 
survey, but will not supply deficiencies arising from 
loss in laundering or through negligence. Officers for 
whose use these articles are furnished must guard 
against such losses, as in the case of their personal 
wearing apparel sent to be laundered.

The nominations for appointment and promotion sent 
to the Senate on Dec. 6, which appeared in our issue of 
Dec. 9, page 417, were all confirmed on Dec. 12. 

A bill has been introduced in Congress providing that 
retired officers of the Revenue Cutter Service over sixty- 
four years of age and in good health may be placed on 
active duty. Efforts to obtain the passage of such a bill 
in the last Congress were made, but without success. It 
is understood that a large majority of the officers on the 
active list of the Revenue Cutter Service are strenuously 
opposed to any modification of the present law on the 
subject of retirements. 

The Revenue Cutter Algonquin, which left New London 
on Dec. 4, arrived Dec. 11, at San Juan, P.R., where she 
will have her headquarters, after a very rough voyage. 
There will be much work for the Algonquin at her hew 
station in enforcing the navigation laws, and rendering 
assistance to distressed mariners. 

The Mohawk went to sea during this week to search 
for a sloop reported to be in distress off the Jersey coast. 
The weather was very rough, but after cruising very 
earefully in -the vicinity of where the sloop was last 
— it was learned that she had reached port in 
safety. 

The Manning, which has been making preparations for 
some time at San Francisco, sailed on Dec. 13 for her 
new station at Honolulu, H.I. It is the intention, if 
circumstances warrant, to maintain a permanent Rev- 
enue Cutter Service Station in Hawaiian waters, where 
the Manning will make extended cru’ses. 

The Gresham, upon learning this week of the distress 
of the Nantucket lightship, went to her assistance, but 
did not reach her until after she had been spoken by 
the lighthouse tender Azalia. The Gresham offered her 
assistance in towing the lightship to port, but it was not 
accepted. 

Various bills have been introduced in Congress this 
session providing for new revenue cutters for various 
localities, including New Bedford, Savannah, Key West, 
Puget Sound, and Narragansett Bay.

Sub-committee No. 7, on desertions 
(a), consists of Representatives Prince, Young, Patter- 
son, Talbot and Slayden; (b) Representatives Holliday, 
Mondell, Kahn, Broussard and Wiley. he first meeting 
of the Committte on Military Affairs was held on Dec. 
14, but practically nothing was done. The regular meet- 
ings of the committee will not be held until after the 
Christmas recess. 

The vacancies in the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs have not yet been filled, but it is a certainty that 
Senator Warren, of Wyoming, will be its chairman in 
place of Senator Proctor, who has retired from the com- 
mittee. Senator Warren is the senior Republican mem- 
ber on the committee and has been promised the place. 
There will probably be no meetings of the new Committee 
on Naval Affairs of the House until after the Christmas 
recess. 

Secretary Taft has written letters to the presiding offi- 
cers of both Houses of Congress submitting drafts of two 
bills, one providing for an increase of fourteen officers 
in the Ordnance Department of the Army and the other 
providing for an increase in the efficiency of the Medical 
Department. Both of the bills recommended are sub- 
stantially the same as bills passed by the Senate at its 
last session, but which failed of action in the House. 
They will be found on the next page. 

The Senate on Dec. 7 agreed to a resolution by Mr. 
Gallinger directing the Committee on Naval Affairs to 
make a careful inquiry as to the present condition of the 
old frigate Constitution, with a view to recommending 
an appropriation for preserving this historic vessel if it 
shall be deemed advisable to do so. 

The Senate has received from the Assistant Secretary 
of War a letter recommending legislation providing that 
purchase of supplies and procurement of services for the 
Army be made hereafter in open market when aggregate 
of amount required does not exceed $500. 

As a result of the reported hazing of Midshipman Kim- 
brough at the Naval Academy, Representative Loud, a 
member of the Hlouse Naval Committee, on Dec. 14 intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a thorough investigation 
of hazing and fighting at the Naval Academy. It. in- 
structs the Naval Committee to “ascertain and report 
whether violations of the law and the regulations govern- 
ing the Naval Academy continue, and whether hazing, 
fagging, running and class fist fighting continue in prac- 
tice there, and the knowledge of and responsibility of the 
oflicers of the Academy for any conditions found to exist.” 
The resolution further provides that the committee may 
work through a sub-committee, which may hold sessions 
at Annapolis or in Washington,

perimental manufacture of guns and other articles manu-

tion for the support of military prison at Fort Leaven-

War Department: draft of a bill and recommendation 
for an appropriation to satisfy the claim of Mrs. Anne 
H. Wagner, widow of Col. Arthur L. Wagner: recom- 
mending legislation affecting the expenditures and appro- 
priations of the War Department: recommending legis- 
lation relating to purchase of supplies in the War De- 
partment. 

In connection with the irrigation problem in Egypt, to

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.R. 8, Mr. Kean.—To restore and appoint Henry L. 
Harris, jr., to his previous grade as first lieutenant of 
Infantry in the U.S. Army, with the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances to which he would be entitled if he had not resigned, 
when a vacancy shall occur. 

S. 72, Mr. Gallinger.—That the provision contained in 
Section 13, Act approved March 3, 1899, to reorganize. and 
increase the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy and 
Marine Corps of the United States, reading as follows: 
“Provided, That such officers when on shore shall receive 
the allowances, but fifteen per centum less pay than 
when on sea duty; but this provision shall not apply to 
warrant officers commissioned under Section 12 of this 
Act,’” be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

S. 290, Mr. Elkins.—To amend Act approved -March 15, 
1878, for the relief of William A. Hammond, late surgeon- 
general of the Army, so that he shall be entitled to the 
pay of a brigadier-general, retired, from date of his ap- 
pointment and retirement, Aug. 27, 1879, up to date of his 
death, Jan. 5, 1900, to be paid to Esther D. Hammond, his 
widow. 

S. 357, Mr. Mallory.—To authorize the Secretary of the 
Navy to establish two free public schools for children 
under seventeen years of age at Warrington, naval reser- 
vation on Pensacola Bay, Fla. 

S. 397, Mr. Foster.—To place Col. James W. Powell, U. 
S.A., retired, on the retired list with rank and retired pay 
of grade above that actually held by him at date of retire- 
ment. 

S. 423, Mr. Dolliver.—To place George R. Burnett upon 
the retired list of the Army with rank of captain, in 
recognition of his very distinguished services in the 
Indian campaign, wherein he incurred the disability by 
reason of which he has heretofore been retired. 

S. 685, Mr. Lodge.—For the erection of a monument to 
the memory of John Paul Jones. 

S. 697, Mr. Hale.—For the award of medals of honor 
of appropriate design to officers and men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps who may hereafter distinguish themselves 
in action, or who display conspicuous gallantry or render 
specially meritorious service otherwise than in battle. 

S. 698, Mr. Hale.—To provide for the examination of 
certain officers of the Navy, and to regulate promotions 
and retirements therein. That hereafter boards organized 
in pursuance of existing law for the examination of offi- 
cers for promotion in the Navy shall consist of five mem- 
bers, three of whom, when practicable, shall be selected 
from the same corps as the candidate, and two from the 
Medical Corps of the Navy, and a recorder, the members 
other than those of the Medical Corps to be senior in rank 
to the officer to be examined; and such examination shall 
be made under the following heads: First, physical and 
mental qualifications; second, moral and_ professional 
qualifications. Sec. 2. That the medical members of the 
board will each personally examine the candidate as to 
his physical and mental condition, and also the medical 
record as furnished by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, and certify to the board that such examination 
has been made, and that the candidate is or is not physic- 
ally and mentally qualified for the efficient performance 
of all the duties of the next higher grade. Should the 
candidate be found by the full board to be disqualified 
for promotion, physically or mentally, or both, it will con- 
clude the examination by reporting the cause or causes 
of the disability, or whether such disability was con- 
tracted in the line of duty; and for the purpose of ‘this 
inquiry the proceedings of the board shall conform to 
those of a retiring board, and officers so found to be 
disqualified for promotion, physically or mentally, or both, 
will not be examined under the second head. Sec. 3. That 
should the candidate be found by the full board to be men- 
tally and physically qualified for promotion the examina- 
tion shall proceed under the second head, the medical 
officers of the board being excused from further attend- 
ance upon the sessions thereof. The board shall report 
their recommendation of any officer for promotion in the 
following form: ‘‘We hereby certify that has the 
physical, mental, moral, and professional qualifications 
to perform efficiently all the duties of the grade to which 
he is to be promoted, and recommend him for promo- 
tion.’”’ Sec. 4. That when an officer of the Navy has 
been thirty years in the Service he may, upon his own 
application, in the discretion of the President, be retired 
from active service and placed on the retired list. Sec. 5. 
That should an officer of the Navy fail in his physical 
examination for promotion and be found incapacitated 
for service by reason of physical disability contracted 
in the line of duty he shall be retired with the rank to 
which his seniority entitled him to be promoted. Sec. 6. 
That officers of the Navy retired from active service in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act shall receive 
in all respects the same benefits as are or may be pro- 
vided by or in pursuance of law for officers of the Army 
similarly retired. And no Act now in force shall be so 
construed as to limit or restrict the retirement of officers 
as herein provided for. 

S. 699, Mr. Hale.—Sections 1-9 provide for summary 
courts in the Navy to be known as deck courts, to con- 
sist of one officer, who shall have authority to im- 
pose punishments under Art. 30, not to include discharge, 
confinement or forfeiture beyond thirty days. The com- 
mander of a naval vessel, a navy yard or station, or of 
marines, or one of higher authority, may order a deck 
court, detailing as recorder anyone under his authority, 
and has the power to remit or mitigate, but not to com- 
mute, a sentence. Proceedings are to be forwarded to 
J.A.G. for the action of the Secretary, who may set aside, 
remit, or mitigate. When the accused objects to a deck 
court, he is to be tried by summary court or G.C.M. 
Sees. 10 to 14 give authority to convene a G.C.M. to the 
President, Secretary, or the commanding officer of a for- 
eign station. Courts may compel witnesses to appear and 
testify, refusal to be punished in a U.S. court. Also to 
accept the depositions of distant witnesses. Prisoners in 
confinement are to be allowed not to exceed $3 a month 
for necessary prison expenses and, on discharge, are 
to be furnished with civilian clothes and $25 in money. 

S. 700, Mr. Hale.—That the title warrant machinist is 
hereby changed to machinist; and machinists shall, after 
six years from date of warrant, be commissioned chief 
machinists, to rank with, but after, ensign, and shall, 
on promotion, have the same pay and allowances as are 
allowed chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief carpenters, 
and chief sailmakers: Provided, That no machinist shall 
be promoted until he shall have passed such examination 
before a board of officers as the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe. Sec. 2. That no warrant officer, here- 
tofore or hereafter promoted six years from date of war- 
rant, shall suffer a reduction in pay which, but for 
such promotion, would have been received by him. Sec. 3. 
That chief boatswains, chief gunners, and chief machin- 
ists shall be eligible for appointment to the grade of en- 
sign, under the restrictions imposed by law upon the 
appointment of boatswains, gunners, and warrant ma- 
chinists to that grade. Sec. 4. That hereafter any officer 
of the Navy who may be promoted or appointed to a high- 
er grade under the provisions of existing law shall be 
entitled to the pay of that grade from the date he takes 
rank therein. 

S. 782, Mr. Brandegee.—Sections 1-4 change the date 
for notifying members of Congress of Naval Academy 
vacancies to June 1, and authorize the Secretary to select 
eandidates for vacancies not filled by Aug. 15 following, 
or before the final examination when there is a vacancy 
in the membership of the Senate or House, or a nominee 
declines. Pay shall not commence before admission to 
the Academy. The course shall be for four years, ap- 





pointments as ensigns to follow. Candidates after July 1, 
between sixteen and nineteen years. 


1906, to’ be Civilian 
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professors and instructors are to have quarters or com- 
mutation and to be allowed to purchase coal and wood 
at Government rates. Sec. 5 provides: ‘‘That there shal} 
be appointed during the year 1906, in the following man- 
ner, a board of visitors to attend the annual examination 
of the Naval Academy: Seven persons shall be appointed 
by the President, two of whom shall serve for one year 
each, two for two years each, and three for three years 
each; one Senator to serve for one year and one Senator 
to serve for two years, and three members of the House, 
one to serve one year, one to serve two years, and one to 
serve three years; said Senators and Representatives to 
be designated by the Vice-President or the President 
pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
respectively, at the session of Congress next preceding 
such examination; and annually thereafter, at the ox- 
piration of the terms of service of persons appointed here- 
under, successors shall be appointed to serve for periods 
of three years each. Vacancies occurring in the member- 
ship of said board because of termination of terms of 
service in the Senate or House of members of those 
bodies, and all vacancies occurring from any other cause, 
shall be filled by appointment for the unexpired terms, 
respectively.

If finding is con- 
curred in, the officer disqualified shall, if a first lieu- 
tenant or captain, be honorably discharged with one 
vear’s pay, and if a major or lieutenant colonel, shall 
be debarred from promotion and officer next in rank 
shall be promoted. If action of examining board is dis- 
approved by board of review, the officer shall be pro- 
moted. Nothing in this act to be construed to legislate 
out of the Service any officer now in the Medical De- 
partment, nor to affect relative rank or promotion of 
officer now in Service, or hereafter appointed, ,as 
determined by the date of appointment or commission, 
except as herein otherwise provided. Secs. 7-9: Provide 
for a reserve corps of medical officers. The President is 
authorized to issue commissions as first lieutenants there- 
in to graduates of reputable schools Sf medicine, citizens 
of U.S., as shall from time to time, upon examination 
prescribed by Secretary of War, be found qualified, per- 
sons so commissioned to constitute and be known as the 
Medical Reserve Corps. Commissions to confer all au- 
thority, rights and privileges of commissioned officers of 
the like grade in Medical Corps, except promotions, but 
only when called into active duty, and during period of 
such duty. Officers to have rank according to date of 
commissions, and when on active duty shall rank next 
below all other officers of like grade in the U.S. Army. 
Contract surgeons now in Service who receive favorable 
recommendation of surgeon general shall be eligible for 
appointment in reserve corps without further examina- 
tion. In emergencies the Secretary of War may order 
officers of Medical Reserve Corps to active duty in such 
numbers as the public interests may require, and may 
relieve them from such duty when services are no 
longer necessary; nothing in act to be construed as 
authorizing an officer of Reserve Corps to be ordered 
upon active duty who is unwilling to accept such ser- 
vice, nor to prohibit an officer not designated for active 
duty from service with the militia, Volunteers, or in 
Service in any other capacity, but when so serving an 
officer of Reserve Corps shall not be subject to call for 
duty under the terms of this section. The President is 
authorized to honorably discharge any officer of Corps; 
officers of Corps who apply for appointment in the Medi- 
cal Corps of Army may, upon recommendation of Sur- 
geon General, be placed on active duty and ordered to 
Army Medical School for instruction and examination to 
determine fitness. Officers of Reserve Corps when called 
upon active duty shall be subject to regulations of the 
regular Army, and entitled to pay and allowances of 
first lieutenants of Medical Corps, increase for length 
of service to be computed only for time of active duty; 
no officer of Reserve Corps shall be entitled to retire- 
ment, nor to pension except for disability incurred in 
active duty. Nothing in act to be construed to prevent 
appointment in time of war of medical officers of Volun- 
teers. 
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SECRETARY TAFT’S PROPOSED BILLS. 

Secretary of War Taft, in an appendix to his annual 
report, just made public, publishes a synopsis of the 
eleven proposed bills providing for new Army legislation 
recommended by the General Staff. There has already 
been considerable reference made in the JOURNAL to these 
eleven bills, which are now receiving more serious con- 
sideration by Secretary Taft with a view to sending them 
to. Congress soon. The appendix to Secretary Taft's re- 
port, outlining these bills, is as follows: 

Nov. 24, 1905. Memorandum or reports suggesting neces- 
sary legislative action to be submitted by the Chief of 
Staff to the Secretary of War, with proposed drafts of 
bills, entitled; 

() “A bill to reorganize and to increase the efficiency 
of the Artillery of the U.S. Army.” 

This measure provides for the separation of the Coast 
and Field Artillery; for an increase in the Coast Artillery 
of 181 officers and 4,923 enlisted men over the present au- 
thorized strength, and for the organization of the Field 
Artillery into six regiments of six batteries each, with an 
increase of 115 officers and 1,310 enlisted men over that 
now authorized. 

(2) “A bill to provide means to enable the President to 
carry into effect certain provisions of the Act approved 
Feb: 2, 1901, and to provide a partial reserve for coast 
defense in case of actual or impending war."’ 

This measure provides for a force not to exceed 50,000 
men who have served not less than one complete enlist- 
ment in the regular Army, who are citizens of the U.S., 
not over forty years of age, of good character, and in 
sound health, to be enlisted fora period of five years un- 
less sooner discharged, and to be paid according to former 
service as non-commissioned officers or qualification in 
marksmanship, the highest rate of pay being $32 per an- 
num, the next $28 per annum, and the next $24 per annum. 
These men to be enlisted and carried on the rolls of the 
Military Secretary’s Office, to be allowed to live where 
they please in the U.S., and to be subject to a call from 
the President of ten days in one year or fifteen days in 
two years for instruction purposes, or in case of war or 
other national emergency to be mobilized and sent to 
regular organizations. 

The object of this measure is to enable the President 
to promptly mobilize the regular establishment at its 
maximum strength under existing law, which has been 
found to be impracticable to do in a reasonable time by

This measure provides for securing an equitable and 
regular flow of promotion by. eliminating from the field 
grades in Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry the least quali- 
fied officers, as follows: That when at the end of any 
fiscal year the average number of vacancies for the fiscal 
years subsequent to the passage of this act in the grade 
of colonel in the arm referred to has been less than 
twenty-two per cent. of the authorized number of lieu- 
tenant colonels of that arm, or in like'manner when the 
average number of vacancies in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel has been less than fourteen per cent. of the au- 
thorized number of majors, or in like manner when the 
average number of vacancies in the grade of major has 
been less than one and one-half per cent. of the whole num- 
ber of commissioned officers authorized for the arm be- 
low the grade of major, the necessary additional va- 
cancies to bring the average in each field grade in each 
arm up to the percentages named shall be created by 
compulsory retirement, the selections for retirement be- 
ing made by a board of senior general officers under 
oath to select those found least qualified for service. 

(4) “A bill to provide for promotion to fill vacancies 
caused by detail of officers below the grade of brigadier 
general to the General Staff, and by the detail of certain 
officers to the U.S. Military Academy, on recruiting ser- 
vice; and with the Bureau of Insular Affairs.” 

This bill provides that certain officers detailed from 
their organizations shall create vacancies in their re- 
spective grades in the branches of the Army from which 
such officers are detailed, and such vacancies shall be 
filled subject to the provisions of existing law for details 
in the Staff Corps. 

It would affect the following officers: General Staff, 
42; recruiting service, 34; U.S. Military Academy, 65. 

6) “A bill to organize a service corps in the U.S. 
Army.” ‘ 
This measure provides an enlisted force to be perma- 
nently attached to the Quartermaster’s and Subsistence 
Departments, not exceeding 6,000 for the Quartermaster’s 
and 1,000 for the Subsistence, to take the place of civilian 
employees and enlisted men heretofore detailed on extra 
and special duty in these departments away from their 

companies. 

(6) “‘A bill to provide for an increase of the monthly 
pay for non-commissioned officers of Infantry, Cavalry 
and Artillery, as follows: First sergeants, $34; sergeants, 
$24, and corporals, $18. 

(7) “A bill to increase the efficiency of the veterinary 
service of the Army.” 

This measure provides that veterinarians appointed to 
the Army shall be required to pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination, and after ten years’ service shall have the 
pay and allowances of first lieutenants, mounted, with 
certain provisos; that they shall be on the same footing 
as commissioned officers as to tenure of office, retire- 
ment, pensions, and increase of pay. 

(8) ‘‘A bill for increasing the efficiency of Army bands.” 

This measure provides for an increase in the enlisted 
strength of bands from 28 to 36, which would increase 
the monthly pay authorized for a band about $300. 

(9) “A bill to provide certain necessary non-commis- 
sioned officers at each of the three recruit depots, to be 
detached from the Army at large, the allowance being 
one acting sergeant major, three acting first sergeants 
and fifteen acting sergeants and eighteen acting cor- 
porals, to have the rank, pay and allowances of their 
grade.” 

(0) “A bill to authorize leave of absence to certain offi- 
cers on duty at service schools, as now authorized for 
officers on duty at the U.S. Military Academy.” 

This measure was to extend the same privileges to 
certain officers on duty at the special service schools and 
Staff College as are now extended to officers of the Mili- 
tary Academy. 

(1) “A bill to authorize commissions to issue in the 
case of officers retired with increased rank.” 

Note.—The foregoing reports and drafts of bills were 
completed, with letters of transmittal to the Secretary 
of War on Thursday, Nov. 23, and would have been sent 
in on that date but for an expression on the part of a 
majority of the General Staff to reconsider the bill re- 
lating to Artillery organization, which was acquiesced 
in by the Chief of Staff. On the return of this bill for 
reconsideration, it was decided that the draft of. bill 
should remain the same, but that a report should ac- 
company this draft with a concise summary of the views 
of the General Staff, giving emphasis to their belief that 
in no event should the Artillery be increased at the ex- 
pense of any other arm. This report will probably be 
completed about Tuesday, Dec. 28. 

The bill relating to a reserve will be submitted at the 
same time, as it is a supplement to the Artillery bill so 
far as making provision for a Coast and Field Artillery 
reserve, and in addition provides the necessary men to 
bring Infantry and Cavalry organizations from their 
peace strength to field or war strength.

That Section 4, of the Act approved April 28 
an act making appropriations for sundry PrP pels 
of the Government for the fiscal year ending June 3, 
1905, and for other purposes, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended to read: “Hereafter the annual compensation 
of officers, agents and employees of the United Stat - 
for services rendered ‘shall be divided into twelve e ‘al 
installments, one of which shall be the pay for ne 
calendar month; and in making payments for a fractional 
part of a month, one-thirtieth of one of such installments 
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or of a monthly compensation, shall be the rate to be 
paid for each day. For the purpose of computing such 
compensation each and every month shall be held to

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Dec. 13, 1905. 

The approaching rowing season at the Naval Academy 
will be a very interesting one. The crews the Navy crew 
will meet will probably be the same as last year, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Columbia, Georgetown, and 
Yale (college crew). The first three will also send either 
freshmen or second crews. Annapolis last season wen 
all of its races. Coach Richard Glendon, of Boston, re- 
engaged for the coming season, will have to do some good 
work, as six of the eight will graduate in February, only 
Captain Bradley and Dreutzer remaining. However, there 
is good material from the second and third crews and 
Ingram, stroke of the second crew, will make an ex- 
cellent stroke for the ‘varsity. Pennsylvania and George- 
town have already consented to a race. The races will 
be rowed during April and May. Midshipman W. W. 
Bradley, of Farman, N.D., is captain of the crew, and 
Kenneth Heron, of San Francisco, Cal., is manager. 

The members of the football team of the Naval Acad- 
emy have elected Herbert L. Spencer, of Duluth, Minn., 





to be captain of the team for the season of 1906. He 
is the youngest man who has ever had this honor at 
the Academy, being not yet: nineteen. He weighs 174 
pounds in close training. The selection is a specially 


good one, Spencer being a hard and reliable player, but 
particularly quiet and clean in his play. He has had two 


-years’ experience as left halfback and was a substitute 


during his first season. His total gains in yards during 
the last two seasons have probably been greater than 
those of any other player on the team, and he is also a 
fine defensive player. 

The suggestion advanced by the athletic association of 
West Point that the Army-Navy football game next year 
be played in New York city, either at the Polo Grounds 
or American League Park, does not meet with favor in 
Annapolis, according to one of the officers of the Naval 
Academy. The impression gains strength that relations 
will be renewed with the University of Pennsylvania 
and that the contest will be played on Franklin Field. 
Annapolis objects to New York, because of the greater 
distance to travel. The same objection will probably be 
raised to Washington, by the soldiers. Philadelphia will 
probably be selected. 

Miss Grace Howard, daughter of Comdr. Thomas B. 
Howard, secretary of the Navy Athletic Association, and 
sister of Midshipman Douglas L. Howard, who captained 
the Navy team this year, entertained the team at lun- 
cheon Saturday. Forty players were present. Miss 
Howard was assisted by a number of young ladies of An- 
napolis. 

Special legislation will be invoked for the 
Midshipman F. J. Cleary, of New York, whose case is 
without precedent. The young man was to have been 
finally graduated in 1904, but he was disabled by reason 
of a boil, which came on his foot during a cruise and 
which, being neglected, led to blood poisoning and necessi- 
tated the amputation of the leg above the knee. As he 
cannot pass the required physical examination, he cannot 
be appointed an ensign. Midshipmen not being entitled 
to transfer to the naval retired list, Congress alone can 
afford him relief. 

The Annapolis City Council on Monday night passed 
resolutions requesting that the old Constitution be not 
destroyed, but that the hulk be brought to Annapolis 
and remain at the Naval Academy as a memento of the 
early naval deeds of America. Copies of the resolution 
will be sent to the Secretary of the Navy and also for- 
warded to Congress to be read before that body. 

When Lieut. Comdr. John K. Robison, who was chief 
counsel for Midshipman Minor Meriwether at his trial, 
informed young Meriwether yesterday of the sentence 
of the court, the youth gave a long sigh of relief. His 
chief concern was as to whether the court would find 
him guilty on the charge of manslaughter. Midshipman 
Meriwether made the following statement: ‘I feel much 
relieved that I was not held responsible for the death, 
and I realize fully the terms of the sentence of the 
court. I intend to buckle down to hard study, and will 
do my best to make a much better record in my class 
in general than I have since my entrance into the Naval 
Academy.”’ 

Commander Robison said that he felt well satisfied, 
and thought that the sentence imposed was a just and 
fair one. “I have taken great interest in that boy,” 
meaning Meriwether, he said, ‘‘and, although the case 
was a deplorable one, I feel glad that such an honorable 
court in passing upon it has freed him of all blame in 
causing the death. Midshipman Meriwether naturally 
feels relieved by his acquittal of manslaughter.” 

The Navy Department has accepted the resignation of 
Walter R. Taliaferro, jr., of Charlotte, N.C., as a mid- 
shipman of the fourth class at the Naval Academy. 
Young Taliaferro entered the institution last spring. 

Naval circles are stirred over a piece of hazing that 
took place at the Academy Dec. 12, the victim being 
Midshipman Jerdone P. Kimbrough, of Germantown, 
Tenn., a fourth classman, who was compelled to stand 
on his head until he was unconscious and left in that 
condition when the perpetrators were likely to be dis- 
eovered. Young Kimbrough was taken to the hospital 
this morning and is not likely to suffer serious conse- 
quences. 

Admiral James H. Sands, Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy, instituted a prompt investigation, and it was proved 
that Midshipman Trenmore Coffin, jr.,a third classman, 
was concerned in the hazing and that Midshipman War- 
ren A. Van Derveer, of the second class, was on duty, 
but did not report the breach of regulations. Within an 
hour Admiral Sands had suspended the two and had 
formulated his recommendation to the department for 


relief of 





final action. In connection with this incident there is 
some speculation over the sudden illness of another mid- 
shipman, Henry G. Cooper, who was seized with a stroke 
of paralysis, while in the classroom this afternoon, which 
affected his whole right side. He was removed to the 
hospital and soon improved. He was questioned as to a 
possible cause of his condition and declared that he had 
not been hazed within the last three months. 

It has been learned that young Kimbrough was com- 
pelled to stand on his head, get down and straighten up 
again continuously for ten minutes, and this produced 
his unconsciousness. This and like forms of hazing have 
been frequent at the Academy of late. An effort was 
made to get further knowledge from Kimbrough, but he 
refused to divulge the names of his other persecutors. 
Young Cooper is much better to-night and his complete 
recovery is confidently expected. 

The affair has also brought to light that just after 
the Meriwether court-martial, Admiral Sands appointed 
an investigating board to look into every Academy cus- 
tom which was contrary to the regulations or laws of the 
United States. It was composed of Lieut. Comdrs. B. C. 
Decker, E. H. Durell, H. A. Wiley, and C. B. McVay, jr., 
all attached to the department of discipline of the Acad- 
emy. Kimbrough was before this board some days ago 
and was compelled to tell some things which offended 
the upper classmen. His hazing, it is the opinion, was 
on this account. This board will be in session for several 
weeks. There is astonishment here that such hazing 
practices should be at the Academy. One very bad effect 
= it is thé serious disturbance to the studies of the under 
classmen.

PRIVATE asks: (1) If a soldier served in Alaska, 


previous to the date of the Spanish-American War, will it 
count as double time in retirement. Answer: No. (2) If 
a soldier was serving in the Philippine Islands, and is 
ordered to China during the outbreak in 1900, and served 
in both places during the same enlistment, is he entitled 
to an enlistment stripe for the service in the Philippines 
and also a war stripe for his service in China. Answer: 
Yes. 

J .D. M.—Apply to the Secretary of the Interior, Wash- 
ington, D.C., as to acquiring a homestead. 

A SCOUT asks: (1) Will captains, Philippine Scouts, 
whose commissions ante-date captains of the Regular 
Service, rank the latter? Answer: Yes. (2) May the 
former command regular troops? Answer: Yes. (3) Please 
give the exact status in regard to rank and emoluments 
of captains of Philippine Scouts. Answer: Captains in 
Scouts, under the law, must be lieutenants of the Regular 
Army, detailed as captains in Scouts and while so serv- 
ing have the rank and emoluments of captains of the line 
of Army. 

G. A. C. wites: (1) The Army Regulations state that 
“company and detachment commanders, prior to depart- 
ure from a station, will have a settlement with the quar- 
termaster for supplies held on memorandum receipt.’’ 
Does the commander turn in everything to the quarter- 
master or simply pay for such articles as may be found 
missing and taking the remainder of the articles with him. 
to his new station? (2) Suppose the commanding officer 
of a company has in his possession several articles ob- 
tained from the post quartermaster on memorandum 
receipt, and that part of the articles become damaged or 
destroyed. Does the company commander ask for a board 
of survey, or what action is taken? Answer: (1) He 
should have a settlement with the quartermaster, who 
will give him memorandum receipt for goods turned in, 
and invoices to quartermaster at new station for goods 
taken to the new station where he will have a new settle- 
ment with quartermaster there. (2) The ‘‘responsible’’ 
officer should ask for a Board of Survey. 

CAVALRY.—Only the Auditor for the War Department 
can answer your query as to back pay, etc., and as to 
whether he will bring up the facts regarding your original 
enlistment. ‘The time served in your original enlistment 
will count for retirement. You are still eligible to pur- 
chase your discharge, but the fact that you have once 
availed yourself of that privilege may lead to a refusal 
of a request the second time. 

INVESTIGATOR writes: As a general proposition a 
soldier injured while on pass or furlough receives no 
pension. Exceptions being recognized, athletic sports 
and hunting for the mess. Is this system contrary to 
the Constitution of the United States? Answer: This 
may be unjust, but we cannot see any reason for re- 
garding it as unconstitutional. 

E. O. B. asks: (1) Can a man transfer from the Cavalry 
to the Infantry, and what reasons must he have? An- 


swer: Yes. Such transfers are sometimes made if good 
and satisfactory reasons are alleged. (2) If a man is 
troubled with nervous prostration and applies for a 
transfer, could he receive one? Answer: It would de- 
pend on the recommendation of the surgeon. (3) If not 
to the Infantry to what branch of the Service can he 
apply for upon the regiment’s return to the United 
States? Answer: To the Coast Artillery, Field Artillery, 
or the Engineers.
